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_ 1” our Nike-Hercules missile 
sites in Marin County will be' 
among 38 such facilities in the 
country to be dosed by the 
Army d u r i n g the next four 
months. 
Army officials said 
yesterday. 
Firing batteries to be closed 
include Battery C, Second Bat­ 
talion,, 51st Artillery, in San Ra­ 
fael, Batteries B and D at Fort 
Cronkhite. 
Headquarters for the Second 
Battalion at Fort Baker will 
also be1 closed by June 30. 
George Van de Grift, public 
information officer at Fort Bak­ 
er, said that the approximately 
370 men stationed at the sites in 
Marin will 'be transferred to 
other Army Air Defense Com­ 
mand posts. 
Meanwhile, Air Defense Com­ 
mand 
officials 
in 
Colorado 
Springs said that the closing of 
the installations will not weak­ 
en U.S, defenses. 
“Significant reductions in op­ 
erating costs” was the reason 
given by the Army for the clos­ 
ings. 
.After the closings, there will 
be 52 operational Nike-Hercules 
missile 
installations 
in 
the 
country. The Army said the 
largest number of such sites 
was 134 in 1963. 
Selection importance of the

The spokesman said, the num­ 
ber of bombers was secret, but 
the Russians have “ approxi­ 
mately 200 long range bombers 
of which 40 to 50 are in a tanker 
configuration.'*

Nixon Asks Big 
Manpower Fund 


5 ’ WASHINGTON (UPI) -P r e s­ 
ident Nixon, asked 
Congress 
'today to approve a $2 billion a 
year' revenue-sharing manpower 
training program which would 
give 
special 
emphasis 
to 
reducing joblessness in areas of 
heavy unemployment. 
The 
proposed 
legislation 
wouC permit states and cities 
to tailor 'their effort to local, 
conditions and, would free them 
from what Nixon called the 
"bureaucratic jungle” 'that now 
surrounds such programs. 
Nixon said 'Current efforts 
under the nine-year-old federal 
job training program “proceed 
from the best of intentions 
(but) they are overcentralized, 
bureaucratic, remote from the 
people they mean to serve, 
overguidelined 
and 
far 
less 
effective 'than they might be'.” 
Nixon’s proposal would pro­ 
vide extra federal funds for 
high unemployment areas when 
national jobless figures exceed 
4.5 per cent for more than 
three months. This provision 
would take effect July 1, 1972, 
toe administration’s target date 
for reducing, unemployment— 
now at I 'per cent—to 'the 4.5 
per cent figure. 
The President’s message to 
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Plans For Bus- 
System Through 1980

A $331.5 million start on a bus rapid transit and 
ferry system was recommended today by the 
staff of the Golden Gate Bridge District. 
The recommendation came in a staff draft of a 
long range transit plan due to be submitted to the 
Legislature by April 3. 
The bus rapid transit system 
envisioned by the staff through 
1980 would use exclusive free­ 
way lanes in Marin and in San 
Francisco would be largely un­ 
derground. 
It also would call for con­ 
struction of a second deck on 
the bridge for the exclusive use 
of buses. 
Directors, faced by the staff 
recommendation for the first 
time, deferred action on it until 
a special board meeting at 9 
a.m. next Thursday in Toll Pla­ 
za offices. 
District Engineer Robert E. 
Shields, who presented the re­ 
port' to district directors, specif­ 
ically dropped all consideration 
of routing rapid transit through 
either M il Valley or the Ross 
Valley. 
Otherwise, the route would be 


a combination of the existing 
railroad right-of-way and High­ 
way 101, Shields explained that 
the recommended plan was dis­ 
tilled from the $670,000 study 
done by district consultants 
over the past 14 months. 
'The consultants’ plan had 
proposed five alternative tran­ 
sit systems, four of them, rail 
systems costing almost $1 bil­ 
lion. 
The fifth alternative was a 
$4,95 million bus rapid transit 
system similar to the staff plan 
presented today ’ — with one 
m ajor exception. 
The exception was that the 
consultants’ plan was for a sys­ 
tem developed through the year 
2015, while the staff’s plan was 
for only through 1980'. The staff 
plan, unlike the consultants’ 
p l a n , did not offer any cost 


estimate for an exclusive right 
of way in Marin, County, thus 
making the total lower. 
In the interim,, however bus-, 
es in Marin would run on the 
freeway but against commute 
traffic. For example, two north­ 
bound lanes would be set aside 
for southbound buses during the 
morning commute hours. The 
opposite would be true in the 
evening. 
Shields stressed that, the staff 
had limited its plan to the next 
nine years “to avoid, a, rigid, 
unalterable plan.” 
He said that the plan instead 
would set a “frame of refer­ 
ence” for the district’s transit 
improvement in the next de­ 
cade. 
The starting point of the sys­ 
tem. w 0 u 1 d be the 152 buses 
about to be bought by the dis­ 
trict. 
The staff cost estimate in­ 
cluded $20 million for a ferry 
system, to begin operation in 
1973,. 
Shields said that the bus rap­ 
id transit system would be de- 
• signed to accommodate a rail 
system in the future. 
The staff plan did not detail 
routes or equipment. 
Shields said the staff and, con­ 
sultants had agreed on the bus

Experts from the Presidio of 
San Francisco found, the bomb 
to be a fake. 


Michael Alan McPherson, 15, 
of 35 Fairfax Street was arrest­ 
ed on suspicion of planting the 
phony bomb when he and an­ 
other youth visited the police 
station after school, to inquire 
about the device. McPherson 
was taken to Marin County Ju­ 
venile. Hall. His companion, 
implicated in the plot, was 
turned over to his parents, 
ice reported.

The kidnapers threatened to 
blow up 
government offices 
unless their demands are met.

'The Americans, stationed at 
toe Kepekli radar' station near

citations have been issued in 
recent months against Reader’s 
Digest, McDonald’s hamburger 
chain and toe Coca-Cola Co. 
The agency’s main complaint 
against Procter & Gamble and 
Longines-Wittnauer was that 
they advertised many prizes 
but awarded only those for 
which coupons were presented 
—a 
small 
fraction of 
the 
advertised prize bag. 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(UPI) -Three-time space pilot 
John W. Young will command 
the Apollo 16 moon landing 
mission next year with rookie 
crewmen Thomas K. Mattingly 
and Charles M. Duke. 


Their selection to toe next, to 
last flight in the Apollo series 
was announced Wednesday by 
the space agency although the 
astronauts have been training 
many months for toe ambitious 
12-day expedition. It is sche­ 
duled for March, 1972. 
Young, 40, circled the moon 
on the Apollo 10 lunar orbital 
test flight in 1969 and flew in 
earth orbit in Geminis 3 and '10 
in 1965 and 1966. He and Duke, 
35, will land on the moon while 
Mattingly remains in orbit. 
Mattingly, 34, lost a chance to 
go to the moon last April when 
he was replaced as an Apollo 13 
crewman at the last moment 
because he was exposed, to' toe 
German measles. The mission 
was later aborted and only 
looped around toe moon’s far 
side. 
Young, a Navy captain, and 
Duke, an Air Force lieutenant 
colonel, were backup astronauts

Bay Air Board Challenges

WASHINGTON (UPI)-For- 
Bay Area smog' officials yes­ 
terday challenged two pending 
federal standards on air quality 
as unwarranted and unreasona­ 
ble, and endorsed three others 
that would be1 w e a k e r than 
standards already adopted by 
California. 
Bay Area Air Pollution Con­ 
trol District 'directors voted, 9- 
2, to challenge the standards 
after the district staff argued 
they apparently were pulled out 
of the blue. 
Dr. Milton Feldstein, director 


of technical services, s'itd that 
both the federal and state stan­ 
dards — the latter adopted sev­ 
eral years ago — were based on 
the same data on health effects. 
The federal standards, almost 
four times tougher for carbon 
monoxide, had “absolutely no 
medical basis,” he insisted. 
The new standards are about 
to be imposed by the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency, and 
would apply in California as 
well as all other states. 
Feldstein also criticized the 


Southern Crossing Span 


Draws Panel's Opposition 


Opposition to the controver­ 
sial Southern Crossing bridge 
over San Francisco Bay was 
declared yesterday by directors 
of the Bay Area Air Pollution 
Control District. 
A majority of the directors 
objected that the bridge could 
encourage development and use 
of automobiles, both of which 
contribute to the growth of air 
contaminants. 
The 'board voted 9-1, with Ala­ 
meda County Supervisor Joseph 
P. Bort casting the only “no.” 
He termed “very provincial” 
arguments by opponents of the 
bridge that population growth 
could be inhibited by stopping 
construction of the S556 million 
bridge. 
Both of Marin’s representa­ 
tives, former Supervisor Wil­ 
liam A. Gnoss and Sausalito 
City Councilman Wyman Hicks, 


joined in the vote to oppose the 
bridge between San Francisco 
and Alameda counties. 
The effect of the vote, howev­ 
er, was not clear since the dis­ 
trict board has no clear power 
over the matter. 
Hicks, however, raised the 
possibility that new federal air 
pollution laws had empowered 
the district to stop such pro­ 
jects if found to be adversely 
affecting air quality. The dis­ 
trict’s staff said it would re­ 
search the legal issue raised by 
Hicks. 
Director William E. Jelavich, 
Mountain View city council­ 
man, warned that tbe bridge 
was only “a symbolic issue,” 
and that the fight for clean air 
never will be won unless the 
district gets into the business of 
controlling land use and of lim­ 
iting growth of the region.

San Mateo County Supervisor 
Robert B. St. Clair, noting the 
board had endorsed three stan­ 
dards weaker than California’s, 
said that the federal law still 
allowed a state to get a federal 
waiver to impose standards 
tougher than those set for the 
nation, 
In a related matter, the board 
asked the state .Air Resources 
Board to explain how it expect­ 
ed the district to meet the state 
visibility standard of 10 miles. 
The district’s chief administra­ 
tive officer, D. J. Callaghan, 
said that nature-caused air con­ 
taminants were about half of 
the visibility problem.

According to Earlene Jones, 
college publicist, the board to­ 
night is scheduled to reconsider 
its January vote to put the $16,- 
920,000 bond measure on the 
April 20' ballot. 
Voters turned down the bond 
issue last November with a 64 
per cent favorable vote. To in­ 
sure passage of the measure, a 
two-thirds favorable vote was 
needed, .pending; a U.S. Supreme 
Court, ruling on “one-man, one- 
vote.” 
Mrs. Jones said the recom­ 
mendation was drafted during 
informal discussion by 10 advi­ 
sory panel members who at­ 
tended the m e e t i n g at the 
Marin County Schools Office. 


Arson Mon 
Found Sane 
By Jury 


A Santa Rosa man who ad­ 
mitted setting a $250,000 fire at 
Gnoss Field last October, was 
determined by a Marin Super­ 
ior C o u r t jury to have been 
sane at the time. 
William Phillip Nance, 20, 
was found guilty of arson and 
burglary by the same jury last 
Friday in connection with the 
fire at the Marin County airport 
in Novato. 
The jury had heard testimony 
from two psychiatrists, one of 
whom reported that Nance was 
legally sane and the other testi­ 
fying that Nance was insane — 
the victim of “irresistible and 
'uncontrollable urges” to set 
fires. 
During the testimony last 
week, Nance admitted setting 
the airport fire and two others. 
The fire last Oct. 25 destroyed 
the Spectrum. Air Building and 
the Blue Yonder Coffee Shop, 
as well as a $150,000 Executive 
Aircraft leased by San Rafael 
cosmetics 
manufacturer 
Wil­ 
liam Penn Patrick. Patrick had 
loaned, the plane to former Sen. 
George Murphy for his unsuc­ 
cessful reelection campaign. 
Nance is to r e t u r n to the 
court of Judge Samuel W. Gar­ 
diner March 24 for sentencing. 


The panel has about 35 mem­ 
bers and is headed by Elizabeth 
M. Deedy, president of the col­ 
lege board. 


Reasons for urging delay in­ 
cluded the absence of the long 
overdue decision from the Su­ 
preme Court, which is favora­ 
ble 
to 
“one-man, 
one-vote” 
would make a second election 
unnecessary, the lack of time to 
mount a complete election cam­ 
paign and the fluctuating state 
financial picture which may 
cause delay in securing match­ 
ing funds for the campus. 


The panel, Mrs. Jones said, 
also ruled out. the possibility of 
holding the election in June 
since the C o l l e g e of Marin 
would be mostly closed and stu­ 
dents and facility unavailable 
to help in campaigning. 
Panel member Kent O. Sey­ 
mour of Mill Valley, who head­ 
ed the last bond e l e c t i o n

possible, Mrs., Jones said. 
He reasoned, and was sup­ 
ported by Dr. John A. Gras- 
ham, college president, that if 
the district had its share of

construction 
funds in the bank, it, would, be 
in a stronger position to get the 
state’s share. 
It 
was also 
reported last 
night, Mrs. Jones said, that 
bond interest rates are now? less 
than 5 per cent — a f i g u r e 
which could, rise in the future. 
Also on the college board’s 
agenda tonight is consideration 
of proceeding with drafting of 
preliminary site development 
plans for the north campus. 
Such planning includes location 
of roads and utilities, the con­ 
struction of which has already 
been approved by the state and 
was budgeted this year. 
Cost of site development is 
estimated, 
at 
$2,364,000. 
of 
which part is paid by the state.

The legislation would give the, 
state College Board of 'Trustees 
authorization to institute a fee 
that would support intercolle­ 
giate athletics, concerts, dram a 
and lectures. 
Last spring students voted

the funds were allocated and 
led the successful movement, to 
remove the fee. 
Since the loss of the nearly ! 
$55,000 in student funds, the 
Friends of Sonoma State Col­ 
lege conducted an off-campus 
campaign to collect funds to

athletic 
programs. 
Fund raising events led. largely 
by students funded cultural pro­ 
grams and the community in­ 
volvement 
program 
which 
sends students into communi­ 
ties as volunteers. 


Lyon’s term was. scheduled to 
expire June 30. His seat and 
that of trustee Delta Christ, 
elected last June in a recall 
election which ousted trustees 
David E. Freedheim and Mar­ 
tha Freebairn-Smith, will be up 
for election April 20. 
The new' trustees selected in 
that election will take their 
seats after July 1. 
Mrs. Christ and three other 
candidates, Warren.

North Ridge Park 


Bay Area 
Congress 
Is Proposed 


Tapes Of Meetings Are 
Available— Two Strings 


Larkspur city officials at last 
night's city council meeting 
talked of a possible regional 
park for the North Ridge area 
between Corte Madera, Mill 
Valley and Larkspur, 
They used the cooperation be­ 
tween the three cities and the 
Marin Conservation League in 
exploring the park idea, as a 
cudgel against the county’s 
City-County Planning Council. 
City Mgr. Kent Bathurst told 
the city council that the three 
cities' administrators and con­ 
servation spokesmen plan to 
hold a third informal meeting 
Monday. They hope to set a 
date for the three councils to 
meet jointly to hear the park 
proposal. Slides, maps and oth­ 
er data will be shown at the 
meeting tentatively set for late 
March or early April, Bathurst 
said. 
Hopes are to preserve the 
North Ridge’s existing open 
spaces, Bathurst said, and to 
control development on a re­ 
gional basis. The preliminary 
study takes in 1.650 acres ex­ 
tending from Kentfield-Ross 
boundaries to Alto, he said. One 
possibility might be to form a 
regional park district through 
joint powers cooperation, he 
added. 
Later in the evening, spokes­ 
men for the Larkspur Town 
Meeting urged the council to 
join the city-county planning 
body. Councilmen Earl J. 
0 'Grady, Neil Brixon and May­ 
or Benton A. Sifford Jr. argued 
that the city “is doing effective 


t h i n g s — such as the North 
Ridge i d e a ’ ’ while the city- 
county council “is all study, 
study, study.” 
Town Meeting chairman Joan 
Sestak and co-volunteer Charles 
Bruce, however, urged the 
c o u n c i l to make “a leap of 
faith” and join the planning 
body. 
O’Gradv challenged Bruce to 
“list one thing the CCPC has 
done.” Bruce replied with a list 
of eight items including work 
on preparation of a countywide 
general plan. 
“If La r k s p u r spurns the 
CCPC our voice won’t be heard 
— with things going on all ar­ 
ound us and within our bounda­ 
ries,” Bruce warned. 
“I sat on the Bay Area Tran­ 
sportation Study Committee, I 
sat on the Association of Bay 
Area Governments — and all 
CCPC is doing is studying the 
studies they were fed from 
those,” O’Grady declared. 
Brixon noted last night was 
“the sixth time joining CCPC 
has been on our agenda.” He 
moved that the council heed the 
request of Robert H. Lee. Lark­ 
spur 
Planning 
Commission 
chairman, to delay the decision 
until April 7. 
Lee reported via City Mgr. 
Kent Bathurst that planning 
com mission 
representatives 
have been unable to attend any 
meetings of the city-county 
council due to a heavy work­ 
load of Larkspur planning mat­ 
ters. 


The Larkspur City Council also: 
GARBAGE RATES — Without 
discussion, unanimously granted 
Marin Sanitary .Service a 15-cent 
rate increase to $2.40 a month for 
collection, with 10-cent increases 
in 1972 and 73. No protests were 
raised at the brief public hearing. 
BICYCLE TRAILS — After urg­ 
ing from Town Meeting spokes­ 
men and cyclists, informally 
blessed the county's plans for a 
bicycle and hiking path on the 
east bank of Corte Madera Creek, 
but followed Mayor Sifford’s lead 
in withholding approval of plans 
for a west-bank trail within the 
city until flood control work is 
completed. 
CRIMIN AL JUSTICE — Unani­ 
mously voted against county pro­ 
posals to hire a criminal justice 
coordinator to study possible con­ 
solidation on municipal and coun­ 
ty law enforcement. 
RESTAURANT — By a 4-1 
vote, with Brixon dissenting, ap­ 
proved rezoning the area of the 
former Probert auto agency to C- 
1 and R-3 to permit remodeling 
the old mansion for a Victorian- 
sfyle restaurant, small shops and 
apartments. No protest was 
raised at the hearing. 
BON AIR BRIDGE — Unani­ 
mously a p p r o v e d a series of 
agreements with the county, Mar­ 
in Flood Control and Water Con­ 
servation District, Army Corps of 
Engineers and a contractor for 
r e p a i r work to the Bon Air 
Bridge, weakened during flood 
control dredging two years ago. 
Total cost of the work will be 
about $100,000, Bathurst said, fed­ 
eral. state and county funds will 
pay all but $10,000 of the cost. The 
work may cause closures or one­ 
way use of the bridge for several 
days after work begins within 
about 30 days, Bathurst said.

STREET LIGHTS — Ordered a 
study of costs for forming a street 
lighting district in parts of Green- 
brae. after city officials reported 
72 lights were needed and said it 
would take up to live years to 
budget for them. Area residents, 
citing a rash of burglaries, 
agreed, the district “may cost but 
it seems the only way.’’ Metal 
light standards cost $200 each, 
and undergrounding lines $300 
per light, the council was ¡old. 
ADJOURNED MEETING — 
Set an adjourned meeting for 8 
p.m. March 16 for capital invest­ 
ment planning and other items. 
RECREATION — Unanimously

SAN FRANCISCO ÍUPI)—A 
regional government, with pow­ 
er to levy taxes, is necessary 
for the San Francisco Bay 
Area, a county supervisor 
asserts. 
San Francisco Supervisor 
Ronald Pelosi proposed Wed­ 
nesday to Assemblyman John 
T. Knox, D-Richmond, that a 
two-house Bay Area Congress 
be established to work though 
an executive administrator. 
“Such a regional agency 
established for the protection of 
the environment and for the 
equitable distribution of impor­ 
tant and necessary services 
should no longer be put off by 
the State Legislature because of 
local disagreements,” he de­ 
clared. 
In 1970, the legislature failed 
to act on. two bills suggesting a 
regional government for this 
area. 
Pelosi recommended that the 
Congress deal with coastline 
development, pollution, trans­ 
portation, recreation, wildlife 
protection,, .sewage and refuse 
disposal, housing, zoning, air­ 
port and port developments, 
criminal 
justice, education, 
welfare, health and government 
financing. 
His House of Delegates would 
be composed of officials from 
city councils and boards of 
supervisors. 
His House of Representatives 
would be directly elected from 
the area’s 17 Assembly dis­ 
tricts,. 
Although contending that the 
Congress should have its own 
taxing powers, Pelosi said it 
should not be permitted to use 
property levies. 
Pelosi suggested replacing 
the Association of Bay .Area 
Governments with the Congress 
w h i c h would have authority 
over the Bay Conservation and 
Development Commission and 
the Metropolitan Transportation 
Commission. 
The Bay Regional Water 
Quality Control Board and the 
Bay Area Air Pollution Control 
District would remain indepen­ 
dent 


Tape recordings of Larkspur 
City Council and planning com­ 
mission meetings will continue 
to be available to the public, 
with two strings attached, the 
council unanimously decided 
last night. 
The recordings will be availa­ 
ble only after the city staff has 
had 48 hours to transcribe' 
them, and then at a stiff fee — 
at least for the time being. 
The council set a temporary 
fee schedule of $20 per hour of 
listening, with a minimum $5 
charge for up to 15 minutes. 
The rate, councilmen said, was 
necessary because the tapes 
must be played only by City 
Mgr. Kent B. Bathurst or his 
assistant, Harlan Barry. 
Councilman Neil Brixon re­ 
called that “this tape was put 
in to save time ... now one 
property owner wants a copy of 
the tape made b e c a u s e he 
wasn’t here; newspapers want 
to hear it. Bathurst and Barry 
certainly are in the $20 per hour 
range of cost to the city.” 
Barry suggested that city of­ 
ficials might be able to give 
citizens a quarter-hour “free 
ride” during slack times in the 
office, but Councilman Alfred 
Malvino and Brixon objected 
that “you’re opening a Pan­ 
dora’s box if you give any free 
rides.” 
Barry reported the city’s at­ 


torney had advised that the city 
“legally only has to provide the 
written minutes of meeting.” 
Audition of the tapes is a public 
service, he said. “It’s easy for 
someone to tamper with the 
tape,” Barry warned in. calling 
for them to be played only by 
himself or Bathurst. 
Barry recommended only a 
24-hour time lag in releasing 
the tapes to the public. Mayor 
Benton A. Sifford Jr. said the 
staff should have “first priori­ 
ty” for 48 hours. 
Brixon claimed the council 
action was “not aimed, at the I- 
J but at guys who missed meet­ 
ings and wanted to hear them 
all the way through the next 
day.” 
• The Independent-Journal re­ 
cently reviewed council tapes to 
report actions at a meeting re­ 
convened after a closed session, 
during which an I-J reporter 
departed, thinking no further 
business was to be conducted. 
In the discussion, minus any 
audience, Brixon wondered, al­ 
oud whether the tape recorder 
was operating, and the council­ 
men bluntly aired their view's 
about planning commission and 
other problems.) 
The $20 an hour fee may not 
be permanent, the councilmen 
agreed. They instructed Ba­ 
thurst to “see what other cities 
are doing about their tapes,”

Innocent Plea Entered 
In Co-Ed's Knife Death 


380 Millionths 
Of A Second Is 
Only Half A Life 
BERKELEY (DPI) — Scien- 
tists at the Lawrence Radiation 
Laboratory have reported the 
discovery of a new element 
with a half-life of only 380 
millionths of a second. 
The scientists reported their 
findings in the current issue of 
the American Physical Letters. 
They said it was unlikely that 
atoms, heavier than the new 
element, which has an atomic 
weight of 258, can be created 
because their life would be too 
short for measurement, 
The new element, fermium- 
258, was found by bombarding a 
much more stable isotope, 
fermium-257, with the nuclei of 
heavy hydrogen atoms. 
The new element was sup­ 
posed 
to 
be stable, 
but 
scientists found that half of its 
atoms broke up into lighter 
atoms in 380 millionths of a 
second.

SAIGON (U PI)-The South 
Vietnamese 
Command 
today 
reported 
government 
troops 
killed 383 Communist troops in 
a “1,00 per cent victory” inside 
Laos near Hill 31, the outpost 
overrun by North Vietnamese 
forces a week ago. 
Military spokesmen said only 
three South Vietnamese were 
wounded in nearly 24 hours of 
fighting 
seven 
miles 
inside 
Laos, a little more than a mile 
southeast of Hill 31. 
“This is a 100 per cent 
victory,” 
said 
a 
military 
spokesman in Saigon of the 
battle around a government 
camp 
four miles 
north 
of 
Highway 9. 
Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky visited support bases for the 
Laotian drive just outside the 
border and called for more B52 
bombing raids and bombing of 
North Vietnam if the Laos 
campaign is to succeed. 
“If we continue to have the 
necessary support from. U.S. 
forces, I think it will be a Dien 
Bien Phu in reverse,” Ky said.

to 
the 
Communist Viet Minh defeat of 


the French at Dien Bien Phu in 
May, 1954. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen 
in Saigon today revised an 
earlier report saying govern­ 
ment forces killed 332 Commu­

fighting 10 miles east of the 
Laotian border. The spokesmen 
said the Communist casualties 
were over a nine-day period in 
an operation in Kontum Pro­ 
vince 270 miles north-northeast 
of Saigon.

U.S. death toll in six months. 
The Allies said an estimated 
5,107 Communist troops were 
killed last week, the heaviest 
such losses since last May 
when the drive against Cambo­ 
dian sanctuaries was in pro­ 
gress. 


Ky made a tour of forward 
South Vietnamese 
Command 
posts, in 'the Laotian operation 
area today but did not actually 
cross into Laos. Ky said at a 
news conference at the front 
that more U.S. B52 strikes is 
“a necessity” if the Laotian 


drive .is. to succeed, including 
raids inside North Vietnam. 
“In terrain like Laos, with 
jungle and trees and mountains, 
tactical (low-level) air support 
is not really effective,” said 
Ky. “Only strategic air support 
—B52s—are really effective,” 
said Ky, wearing a .45 caliber 
pistol on his hip and clad in a 
black flying suit.

Plan To Reform 
Education Control 
Higher 


State Supt. Wilson C. Riles Has) 
come out for a single California 
Board of Higher Education to have 
jurisdiction over all campuses of 
University of California and Califor­ 
nia state colleges, plus the district 
community (junior) colleges. 
■ Riles says the California Master 
Plan for Higher Education, adopted 
a decade ago, has never worked. 
This is the plan that set up the 
‘California State Colleges Board of 
Trustees, the Coordinating Council 
for Higher Education, and what la­ 
ter became the California Commun­ 
ity Colleges Board of Governors. 
The U.C. Board of R e g e n t s , of 
course, already was in existence. 
WE AGREE with the new state 
superintendent that the plan has not 
worked. The coordinating council 
has failed to coordinate. Often the 
state colleges have pulled one way, 
the university another way, and the 
junior colleges a third way. 
We would go farther than Riles 
suggested in reforming the higher 
education setup, however. 
THE SINGLE California" Board of 
Higher Education should be an elec­ 
tive board, with its members chosen 
by districts — after the manner of 
the Board of Equalization, but with 
many more than the four districts 
included in that setup, so that all 
sections of California would have 
true representation. The board 
probably should have between 15 
and 21 members. These might be 
elected for six-year terms, with 
terms of a third of them expiring 
every two years. 
The elected state board should 
have jurisdiction over all education 
above the high school level, and 
should set the standards for admis­ 
sion to the state colleges and univ­ 
ersity. 
Each campus of University of 
California, and each state college, 
should have its own local board of 
trustees.The community colleges, of 
c o u r s e , already have their own 
elected local boards. 
The local board at each college, 
and each university campus, should 
have authority to operate its own 


school, under overall direction of 
the state board. The lines of author­ 
ity should be spelled out in legisla­ 
tion s e t t i n g up the system, but 
should leave room for enough local 
control so that the various colleges 
and U.C. campuses would not be­ 
come mere carbon copies of one 
another. What is needed at Sonoma 
State College, for instance, is not 
the same as at Long Beach State 
College, so there should be room for 
variations to meet regional needs. 
INSTEAD OF A U.C. president 
and a state colleges president, there 
should be a single administrative 
head, appointed by the state board. 
Each university and college would 
have its own president (or chancel­ 
lor, if that title is preferred — it 
makes little difference). He would 
be answerable to his local board 
and. through it, to the chief admin­ 
istrator of the system and the state 
board. This president might be 
nominated by the local board with 
the state board having veto power 
over the selection. 
Such a plan should bring order 
out of the chaos now prevailing in 
California 
higher education. 
It 
would put over-all authority in the 
hands of a board elected by the 
people, and enable that board to 
present to the legislature proposals 
for coordinated approaches instead 
of the overlapping and competitive 
plans now pushed by the various 
segments of the higher education 
establishment. 
BECAUSE OF ITS effect on Univ­ 
ersity of California, which has con­ 
stitutional status, such a change 
would 
require 
a 
constitutional 
amendment. 
Since the state superintendent re­ 
cognizes the need for change, we 
suggest that he, the state Board of 
Education, and some knowledgeable 
members of the legislature get busy 
on preparing such an amendment, 
for presentation to the people. 
It might be a good entering wedge 
for another needed reform: that 
providing an elective state board of 
education and appointive state su­ 
perintendent.

Nixon Budget Figures Disclose 
Further Arms Race Escalation 


WASHINGTON — When is an 
arms race not an arms race? 
What has the rhetoric of a “ge­ 
neration of peace” to do with 
enlarging expenditures on new 
weapons systems, making more 
difficult than ever the obscure 
effort to a c h i e v e at least a 
pause? 
Those questions are hard to 
answer in the face of figures in 
the new Nixon budget that calls 
for spending $3,761.000,000 on 
research on new weapons and 
on procurement. Add to this the 
new money requested for the 
four developing Safeguard ABM 
missiles - $1,278,000,000 and 
the total is over $5 billion. 
Since a compliant Congress 
has seldom, if ever, refused to 
pick up the Pentagon tab, it 
seems to this observer impor­ 
tant to have a look at where the 
money will go. And it must be 
borne in mind that this is in a 
sense seed money. As the hard­ 
ware comes off the assembly 
line the spending will 'be not in 
billions but tens of billions, 
Here are the rich plums in the 
Pentagon pudding:

Assessor Has Complicated 
Job Under California Law 
By ARTHUR YOUNGBERG 
California News Alliance 
Taxpayers don't pay much 
attention to their county asses­ 
sors. who d e c i d e how land, 
homes, building, business and 
industrial property will be val­ 
ued on the tax rolls. 
When John Q„ Public does 
think about assessors, he wor­ 
ries most that his own assess­ 
ment is too h i g h , that his 
neighbor is getting a better 
break, that the big factory in 
town doesn't pay half the taxes 
it should. 
Suspicion of assessing prac­ 
tices had some justification not 
long ago. Assessors were more 
powerful then. They could put 
almost any value on a property 
depending on whether they 
wanted to do an honest job or 
allow their judgment to be

swayed by a discreet payoff. 
ASSESSMENTS BECAME so 
bad in California in the '60s 
that a huge scandal finally ex­ 
ploded around San Francisco 
Assessor Russell Wolden and a 
quiet, bespectacled Castro Val­ 
ley accountant who was the bag 
man for hundreds of firms. The 
expose spread throughout the 
state. Wolden went to jail. One 
county assessor committed sui­ 
cide, many others were indicted 
or didn't run for re-election. 
One result was a new state law 
that watches over assessment 
practices and gives new powers 
to the state Board of Equaliza­ 
tion to make sure that property 
is assessed equitably. 
The role of the county asses­ 
sor is even more important this 
year when for the first time all 
property in the state is sup­ 


posed to be on the tax rolls at 
25 per cent of its market value. 
How' close California’s 58 
county assessors get to this per­ 
centage will have a tremendous 
effect on the level of property 
tax bills the public will start 
paying in December. The in­ 
crease probably will be be­ 
tween $3 and $4 b i l l i o n in 
statewide assessed values.

THE .ASSESSOR’S job is an 
exacting one. It involves esti­ 
mating the cash worth of every 
parcel of property in a county, 
including buildings and other 
improvements, business equip­ 
ment and inventory. 
How do assessors value pro­ 
perty? Today it is a complicat­ 
ed, time-consuming procedure 
that is getting more and more 
sophisticated, may eventually 
be done largely by computer. 
Reports of sales are the most 
important tool of the assessor, 
since market value is the basis 
of all assessments. Reports on 
all real estate transactions, in­ 
formation on building permits, 
remodeling, additions and new 
construction also go to the as­ 
sessor. 
Assessors also use an over-all 
percentage increase figure for 
growth, inflation and other 
changing values. This is called 
“trending” and is a percentage 
developed from local sales tax 
figures, school enrollment, pay­ 
roll taxes and other local econ­ 
omic indicators. 
Property appraisals are 'open 
to the public. The law also re­ 
quires the assessor to notify a 
property owner of any increase 
in the appraisal. Taxpayers 
have the right to appeal the 
assessor's valuations.

THERE ALMOST certainly 
will be a fight in the Senate to 
block the new money for Safe­ 
guard.

Colombia's New Chief 
Faces Difficult Term

When 44-year-old Miseal Pas­ 
trana Borrero took office as 
president of the Latin American 
republic of Colombia in August, 
1970, it was in an atmosphere 
of military siege. 
Battle-dressed soldiers, recoil- 
less riñes and troop trucks 
filled half of Bogota’s broad 
Plaza de Bolivar. Military 
policemen barred the public 
from inauguration ceremonies 
in 'the capitel building. 
Because of a rash 
of 
kidnapings a protective police 
car was assigned to each of the 
52 diplomatic missions accredit­ 
ed to the inauguration. 


SIX MONTHS simply have 
borne out a prediction that Pas­ 
trana Borrero’s could be one of 
the most difficult four-year 
terms in the country’s history. 
On a continent noted for the 
violence of its politics, Colom­ 
bia has known its share. In the 
decade from 1948, now known 
as “The Violence", between 
75,000 and 200,000 men, women 
and children were killed in 
rural civil war fought between 
two traditional parties, the 
liberals and the conservatives. 
In 1958, the two parties 
brought an end to the violence 
in a coalition which has ruled 
ever since, the two parties 
alternating the presidency. 
In a further inducement to 
peace, the term of President 
Carlos Lleras Restrepo, just 
preceding Pastrana Borrero, 
had been marked by significant 
economic gains. 
In the country's 16 most 
important cities, construction 
activity had Jumped by nearly 
25 per cent The gross national 
product nearly doubled. 


In the countryside, vying with 
each other for influence are 
three principal organizations, 
smallest of which is known as 
the Army of National Libera­ 
tion. 
It has a membership of about 
80 and is said to be torn by 
internal dissension. Another is a 
Maoist group known as the 
Army of Popular Liberation. It 
is said to number about 150 and 
to prey on wealthy cattlemen. 
A third and largest is the 
Colombian 
Revolutionary 
Armed Forces. It is a peasant 
group numbering about 400 men 
under leadership of the Colom­ 
bian Communist party. 
THE COLOMBIAN army re­ 
ported. that its anti-guerrilla 
campaign in 1970 netted 134 
killed, nine wounded and 201 
captured. Twenty-two others, it 
iaid, deserted. 
Among individuals the most 
strident 
opposition to 
the 
government comes from a man 
once known as one of Colom­ 
bia’s most ruthless dictators, 
Gen. Gustavo Rojas Pinilla, 
who ruled from 1953 until he 
finally was expelled in 1957. 
Ironically, by turning his. 
campaign into a crusade of the 
poor against the rich, Rojas 
Pinilla nearly won election over 
Pastrana Borrero in 1970. He 
and his followers claimed he 
was “robbed" of the election 
and threatened continued vi­ 
olence. He returned to Colom­ 
bia 
last 
.September 
after 
receiving medical treatment in 
Miami.

Antiwar Protestors Are Getting 
Tougher — On Public Payrolls

$5250 Per Page For Report 
That Few Wanted Or Needed 


The 
long-awaited 
opinion 
survey of non-teaching employ­ 
ees of the Marin County Schools 
Office was released last week, 
revealing that “most employees 
are reasonably well satisfied 
with their jobs.” 
That finding, along with other 
not-too-st ar t ling 
discoveries 
cost Marin taxpayers $2,100. 
The survey was authorized by 
the autonomous county schools 
office personnel commission in 
December from. Stever and Co., 
personnel consultants of San 
Francisco. 
IF NOTHING ELSE, the do­ 
cument reveals that the fine art 
of skillful report padding is 
alive and flourishing. For what 
it lacks in content, the report 
makes up in bulk. 
It uses padding techniques 
heretofore the property of col­ 
lege sophomores working for a 
“ C” in English literature: ex­ 
tra wide margins, quadruple 
spacing between paragraphs, 
pages of quotations, and five 
words in place of one wr here ver 
possible. 
As voluminous as the 40-page 
document appears (that’s $52.50 
per page) it’s the relative lack 
of content which is staggering. 
Based on questionnaires filled 
out by 82 of the office’s 140 
classified employees and inter­ 
views with 12 employees, the 
report listed employee grum­ 
blings about pay. satisfaction 
with medical benefits, nonchal­ 
ance about life insurance pro­ 
grams. “a mildly favorable” 
acceptance of the pension plan, 
favorable attitudes toward su­ 
pervisors, and lack of under­ 
standing about office policies 
dealing with vacations, sick 


leave, holidays and perform­ 
ance reviews. 
IT SHOULD BE NOTED that 
the personnel commission is 
created under state law and is 
charged with classifying and 
hiring all non-teaching person­ 
nel as well as conducting ap­ 
peal hearings for dismissed 
employees. 
Wages, fringe benefits, poli­ 
cies, etc., are established by 
the Marin County Board of Ed­ 
ucation. 
Thus very few, if any, of the 
matters brushed upon in the 
opinion survey fall within the 
commission’s province. 
The board of education was 
asked by the commission to join 
in the s u r v e y by adding its 
teaching personnel. The board 
rejected the idea, saying it 
hadn’t been requested by the 
teachers. 
The commission, failing to 
take the hint since the survey 
had not been requested by the 
classified 
employees 
either, 
plunged ahead anyway at the 
urging of Commissioner Jam es 
E. Forkin of San Rafael. 
Forkin. a personnel manager 
for a large San Francisco firm, 
reportedly argued successfully 
the survey was needed to iden­ 
tify problem areas “because 
that’s the way private industry 
does it.” 
HAVING RECEIVED the fin­ 
ished report several weeks ago, 
the commission is now in the 
position of having to explain its 
use. 
Thus far. it has refused to 
delve into the document 
in 
public. 
But. th at’s the way private 
industry does it. 


Ecologists Outline 
A Tortured Future 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD — 
California Tomorrow, a conser­ 
vation organization, has sug­ 
gested a 
major overhaul of 
California government designed 
to save the state from a dismal 
future 
as 
an 
overcrowded, 
crime-ridden 
social 
battle­ 
ground. 
The 
environmental 
group 
published a 40-page “ sketch 
p l a n ’ ’ for the future of the 
state, proposing major social 
and economic changes which 
would be e f f e c t e d through 
sweeping realignments of gov-" 
eminent structures. 
The plan, distributed to the 
organization's 6,000 members, 
contrasted two futures for Cali­ 
fornia — a dismal “ tortured 
¡place" if current policies con­ 
tinue or a “constructive and 
compassionate society” if the 
recommended 
changes 
are 
made. 
If present methods of dealing 
with environmental, social and 
other problems on a separate 
basis continue, it says, the fu­ 
ture average of the Californian 
provide this view: 
"You probably live in the 
slurbs. Run-down core areas 
have expanded. Crime, drug 
problems, discontent, a near­ 
paralysis of public services are 
typical of established cities. 
There are not enough jobs. The 
educational 
system 
seems 
largely irrelevant to the needs 
of society. The automobile has 
a vicious stranglehold on the 
state. The failure of the Ameri­ 
can political-economic system 
to solve problems . . . causes 
sporadic 
demonstrations 
and 


spontaneous protest riots. The 
public accepts harsh, repres­ 
sive police measures.” 
The regional government ap­ 
proach, 
spurred 
by 
federal 
funds, gives this picture: 
“Your surroundings are far 
more pleasant and safer than 
most communities were in the 
past because of a regional rene­ 
wal program carried out over 
more than, two decades, step by 
logical step. All housing has to 
be within limits set by the Cali; 
fornia plan. You have far grea­ 
ter choice of where you will live 
than in previous years . . . be­ 
cause of expanded occupational 
opportunities, a guaranteed in­ 
come floor, and greater access 
to jobs, recreation and com­ 
merce. Schools are centers of 
year-round study. Public tran­ 
sportation forms the skeleton of 1 
entire urban regions. There is I 
crime, there are drugs, there is 
disorder, but crime and other 
social disruptions are at tolera­ 
ble levels because many of the 
conditions which used to cause 
them no longer exist.”

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Greater Social Involvement Ehdorsed 
Novato City Council last night 
endorsed formation of two advi­ 
sory committees, one on youth 
and the other on community 
social needs. 
They were among the 1971 
goals recommended by City 
Mgr. Charles A. Brown, who 
strongly advocated city involve­ 
ment in social problems of the 
community. 
Youths, who formed about 
one-third of the 70-member au­ 
dience, pleaded their own case 
with renewed calls for a teen 
center. 
“There’s no place to go,” 
said Russ Gardiner, Novato 
High School student body presi­ 
dent, who supported formation 
of a youth commission and a- 
year-around teen center. 
One student said youths, are 
loitering on the streets because 
“they have nowhere to go,” and 
the problem "has to be solved 
soon.” 
A businessman suggested the 
youth needed a place where 
"they can by by themselves 
and have no neighbors.” 
Brown emphasized that the 
committee, which would look 
into the desirability of esta­ 
blishing a youth commission, 
should have broad representa­ 
tion, i n c l u d i n g youths not 
reached through regular chan­ 
nels.Speaking of the committee, 
Brown said: “Let them tell the 
city council what they think is 
best. Let them guide us.” 
Councilman Wayne Sartain 
felt the city, which has a high 
school student on its parks and 
recreation commission, could 
have youth on all commissions 
and a nonvoting member on the 
city council. 
Gardiner said youths didn’t 
have confidence that the city 
council would heed their com- 
m e n t s and felt "If they do 
something, they’ll be put 
down.” 


The Bank of America build­ 
ing at 1200 Grant Avenue and 
the former Lee Brothers mar­ 
ket building at Grant Avenue 
and Seventh Street were men­ 
tioned as possible teen centers, 
but Recreation Director Ed­ 
ward W. Adams said it would 
cost $30,000 a year to lease the 
former market. 
Adams said there were more 
than 5,000 teenagers in Novato 
which could require “several 
different facilities.” 
After some discussion about 
selecting members for an advi­ 
sory committee, the council 
asked the youths present to 
spread the word to other youths 
and submit nominees for the 
committee. 
Brown has advised in his re­ 
port that participation by youth 
in planning is vital. 
One of Brown’s major recom­ 
mendations, start of a limited 
community action program., 
was approved by a unanimous 
vote after receiving strong 
backing from the audience. 
The program, calls for crea­ 
tion of a citizens advisory com­ 
mittee which would identify 
social problems in the city and 
evaluate methods by which 
they could be met. It also calls 
for the city to provide office 
space for social service person­ 
nel, public and private, who 
serve the Novato area. 
Brown said the p r o g r a m 
could be undertaken at no cost 
to the city, except some staff 
time to assist the committee. 
Mayor Douglas M. Merrill 
said the major purpose was to 
make existing services more 
available to residents. 
Edward T. Ryken, executive 
director of the Marin Senior 
Coordinating Council, speaking 
of the need for office space, 
said social workers meet with 
people in cars and other unsuit­ 
able places. 
Rev. Arthur W. Sorensen, re­ 
presenting the Novato Ministe­ 


rial Association, described it as 
an excellent program, sensitive 
to human needs. 
Merrill reported that about 10 
letters to the council opposed 
the community action program. 
The Novato Republican Wom­ 
en’s Club asked that the city 
undertake “no social action 
program” other than fixing city 
streets,, making city streets 
“safe for our children to walk 
on by widening the shoulders 
and providing sidewalks,” in­ 
creasing police patrols, relax­ 
ing 
“unrealistic 
planning 
control to allow more individual 
freedom of expression, in build­ 
ing and stop the urbanization of 
Novato by such means as the 
downtown plan.” modifying 
“some of the building codes to 
help r e d u c e the costs of 
homes,” encouraging industry, 
and “if there is any time, ener­ 
gy or funds left over from the 
above, begin buying land for 
parks.”

MARIN HOUSE 
A Warm And Happy Place To Live 


By JOAN LISETOR 
Marin House is a comfortable 
home nestled in the trees up a 
winding hill overlooking the 
city of Larkspur. 
Living there are six moder­ 
ately retarded women between 
the ages of 18 and 30 and their 
housemother, Mrs. 
Ruth Ar­ 
royo. 
Walking into the home is a 
warm, happy experience. On a 
b r i g h t , sunny day the sun 
streams in the windows through 
the trees, but the warmth is 
more of an expression from the 
women, best explained by their 
housemother. 
"THEY ARE the most recep­ 
tive, loving and honest people I 
have ever met,” she says. “The 
six m o n t h s since we moved 
here have been the happiest of 
my life.” 
“She is a funny housemoth­ 
er,” says Patricia Cavanagh, 
“You have to live with her to 
find out why.” 
“ She is kind, understanding 
and helpful and has groovy 
things around the house,” says 
Barbara Henderson. 


The home is comfortably fur­ 
nished. The kitchen is painted a 
cheerful yellow; a rattan swing 
hangs from the ceiling in the 
family room, where a stereo 
plays and the girls relax. They 
offer each other a companion­ 


ship none knew' before moving 
to Marin House. 
"The young adult retardate 
has few opportunities to find 
companionship 
outside 
her 
home,” explains Mrs. William 
Conover of Corte Madera, the 
volunteer administrator of Mar­ 


in House, whose daughter, Gail, 
is a resident there. 
"SHE IS isolated in her fami­ 
ly’s home with no social life or 
contact with peers and becomes 
unhappy, frustrated and more 
aware of her handicaps. With­ 
out the stimulation of compa­ 
nions she tends to b e c o m e 
lethargic and dull to the point 
where her physical as well as 
mental health is affected. As 
her 
isolation increases, 
her 
abilities decrease." 
For the first time the young 
women are doing things their 
brothers and sisters did. Re­ 
cently they had a slumber par­ 
ty. Each invited a friend to stay 
from. Friday night until after 
dinner on Saturday, but. the 
party was such, a success it. 
lasted until Sunday afternoon. 
Marin House is sponsored by 
Marin Aid To Retarded Chil­ 
dren and operated by a board 
consisting of parents, a repre­ 
sentative of MARC and a social 
worker. The board is responsi­ 
ble for the administration of the 
home, decides policy regarding 
intake and budget, taking into 


consideration the wishes of the 
women, since the purpose of 
Marin House is independence 
for its residents. Through self 
government techniques the wom-

Wings take the Marin house wom­ 
en on outings and also plan fund 
raising events to help defray the 
cost of running the house. 


en are encouraged to be in­ 
volved in the management of 
the house. The housemother’s 
direction is kept at a minimum. 
Until recently Mrs. Arroyo 
prepared breakfast for ever­ 
yone. 
"I wanted to make sure they 
all started the day with a well 
balanced meal, she explains. “ I 
’hought I was doing them a 
avor because they are rushed 
n the morning, but I found out 
they would rather prepare their 
own breakfasts, which is what 
thev are doing now." 
FATTY 
EXPLAINED 
that 
they had to get after one of 
their house mates because she 
wasn’t cleaning up after her­ 
self. The group pressure, she 
says, seems to be' working. 
Most of the women have jobs. 
Barbara works for the Atypical 
Infant Development program in 
Kentfield: Patty works for the 
Marin 
Community 
Workshop 
and 
also 
does 
housework; 
Diane Waidelich works in an 
office in San Francisco; Gale 
works part-time for the Trade 
Fair in Sausalito and also does 
volunteer work for the Marin 
Easter Seal Society. 
The women have worked out 
a schedule, whereby they rotate 
chores around the house. They 
are encouraged to be self-re­ 
liant with the hope that they 
will progress to an independent 
living 
situation, 
eventually 
moving into apartments of their 
own. 
In addition to the homemak- 
ing skills, hobbies, handcrafts 
and other creative activities 
are encouraged. 
Members of Clipped Wings, 
the Marin chapter of former 
United Air Lines stewardesses, 
have taken the women on out­ 
ings, the most recent a ferry 
boat ride from Sausalito to San 
Francisco and back followed! by 
lunch in a Sausalito restaurant. 
Clipped Wings also had a pro­ 
gram of facial care and groom­ 
ing by a local makeup expert at 
the house. 
"The girls at Marin House 
enjoyed themselves as much as 
the Clipped Wings m em bers,” 
says 
Mrs. J o s e p h Basso, 
Clipped Wings president, "and 
keep asking their housemother 
when the Clipped Wings ladies 
will be back.” 
MEMBERS PLAN to visit the 
girls regularly in groups of 


three or four, for tea or just a 
friendly conversation and take 
them on more outings. 
“The only problem,” says 
Mrs. Robert P. Galloway, a 
Clipped Wings 
member, “is 
that everything we can think of 
they have done already.” 
Most trips are made in a van, 
which the women have named 
Frankie, after the very famous 
singer-actor. who donated it an­ 
onymously to the house after 
one of the mothers wrote to 
him. 
They all like to pile into the 
van and take off to a planned 
destination or on a "mystery 
trip." 
“A mystery trips is when we 
don’t know where to go,” Patty 
explains. "Ruth drives and we 
tell her which way to turn. We 
found a horse show that was 
free the last time we did that.” 
DEFINING HER role as a 
housemother, 
Mrs. 
Arroyo 
says, it is a challenge. 
“ I will never stop defining,” 
she says. “ It’? not a static and 
I don’t intend to stop changing. 
I learn each day from the girls 
as they do from me. 
"I fulfill my role by having 
the courage to express myself 
about something I feel is best 
for t h e m — and when they 
choose differently — to be able 
to allow them their choice — to 
let them grow and do their own 
thinking — to be protective only 
when protection is needed and 
not because I need to enforce 
my will.” 
Mrs, Arroyo writes poetry 
and often a group gathers in 
her room to listen to her read. 
A favorite is about them: 
They asked each other 
And each answered clearly 
In the language 
Which was asked. 
N e i t h e r 
said what he 
thought. 
And neither had an answer 
That could be wrapped 
In anything but dust. 
We communicate.

Mrs. A. E. W o o d s , whose 
home is just a b o v e Marin 
House, was also an opponent of 
the home. 
“ 1 was not in favor because I 
had never known a retarded 
person,” Mrs. Woods explains, 
"and now that I know them, I 
am sorry I ever opposed them. 
They are lovely girls, neat and 
clean, and you never hear them. 
One of them does come and

NEW YORK (U P I)-A de­ 
cade ago a woman who found 
herself pregnant but unmarried 
had three courses of action 
open to her: 
—She could marry the father 
or someone else to “give the 
baby a name” and protect her 
social position. 
—She could have an abortion, 
illegally or perhaps traveling to 
an area where such operations 
w©rc legal. 
—She could have the baby 
and put it up for adoption or, in 
some cases, have it raised by 
relatives or married friends. 
There was a fourth option for 
the unwed mother-to-be, that of 
keeping and raising the baby 
herself, but it was considered 
an almost unthinkable social 
and economic burden on the 
woman, who would forever 
carry her mistake around with 
her like Hester Prynne’s “A” in 
Hawthorne’s “The Scarlet Let­ 
ter.”

A RECENT STUDY of over 
200 mothers who kept their ba­ 
bies shows this last concept 
may no longer hold true. 
The study, financed in part 
by a research grant from the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, has recently 
been published by the Commu­ 
nity Council of Greater New 
York .as “The Six-Year Exper­ 
ience of the Unwed Mother as 
Parent.” 
The women, who were first 
questioned, six years ago, were 
re-interviewed about their prob­ 
lems with child rearing, income 
and work and the relationship 
with the child's father.

Some of the myth-shattering 
findings disclosed: 
—ABOUT NINE in 10 of the 
women surveyed still had their 
first-born with them.

the mothers 
had 
married. 
—Nearly 57 per cent of the 
mothers 
had had no other 
children out of wedlock after 
the first one. 
—Half the mothers were not 
receiving public assistance 
when interviewed and nearly 
two-fifths of the women had 
never had 
to 
take welfare 
payments. 
—ONLY 35 per cent of the 
group had been on welfare for 
as long as a year and only 23 
per cent of the women had nev­ 
er worked during the six-year 
period, usually because they 
could not afford childcare ar­ 
rangements. 
— Most m others showed 
warmth and were demonstra­ 
tive towards their first-born 
and followed child-rearing prac­ 
tices of other, conventionally 
married, mothers. 
The authors of the publication 
said the f i n d i n g s dearly 
challenge many myths about 


women who have had a child 
out of wedlock.“ They show,* 
the report said, that for a great 
majority the experience had not 
meant “a life of promiscuity, 
instability and dependency.” 


The 
study 
indicated 
that 
unwed mothers, 
viewed 
as 
single 
parents, 
had, 
unlike 
Hester Prynne, blended into 
rather than stood out from the 
mainstream of society.

WILLIAMS 
SAN FRANCISCO - All the 
elements were in the right 
place last night at the Opera 
House as Maestro Jose! Krips 
got sterling results from the 
San Francisco Symphony Or- 
c h e s t r a in a program that 
reached brilliant heights in the 
Brahms Symphony No. 2 in D 
Major. . 
It was a fitting climax to an 
evening which also produced a 
dazzling reading of Richard 
Strauss’s “ Don Juan” and the 
world premiere of the Sym­ 
phony No. 4 by Alfred Prinz. 
While both the Strauss and 
Prinz works were notable, it 
was the Brahms, often referred 
to as the composer’s Pastoral 
Symphony, which seemed to 
bring out the best from indivi­ 
dual sections of the ensemble. 
The work is in marked con­ 
trast to the Symphony No. 1 
which Seiji Ozawa brilliantly 
presented ea.lier in the season. 
While the First is epic and 
essentially tragic,, the Second is 
pastoral with beautiful floating 
melodies, introduced first by 
the French horns, which were 
consistently excellent through­ 
out the evening. The melody is 
then transferred to the horns, 
oboes and flutes. 
Krips seemed to let the music 
soar, knowing that he had the 
orchestra completely under his 
masterly baton. 


The “Don J u a n , ’ ’ a tone 
poem, is heroic in nature. In it 
Krips obtained excellent solo 
work from, the horns, oboes and 
clarinets. 
'The conclusion is 
trully a rich outburst of orches­ 
tral color. 
Prinz’s' S y m, p h o n y No. 4 
seems ideally suited to the type 
of music Krips works best with­ 
in. It has clarity and is logical­ 
ly put together. 
'The composer, a member of 
the Vienna Philharmonic and a 
personal friend of the maestro, 
gives each section of the or­ 
chestra shining moments — 
from the ringing trumpet and 
percussion to the melodious 
woodwinds and lower strings. 
It is the second work by Prinz 
to be premiered by the orches­ 
tra. In 1968, Krips introduced 
the composer’s Symphony No. 
2. 
Following the Brahms, and 
rightfully 
so. 
the 
youthful 
Wednesday night audience gave 
Krips a standing ovation. He 
acknowledged it in his great 
Viennese manner. Indeed the 
whole evening was a personal 
triumph for Krips, who this 
week as conductor emeritus of 
the symphony, is on a four- 
week “ guest” conducting as­ 
signment. 
The program will 'be repeated 
again on Friday night at the 
Opera House.

It would be the first increase 


since SFO began using the pad, 
Balestrieri said. 
He said the terminal im­ 
provements sought by SFO — 
including painting and cleaning 
up of the waiting room and its 
rest rooms and parking im­ 
provements — are the responsi­ 
bility of the McCoy firm. 
The McCoy firm has said the 
improvements will be made aft­ 
er the proposed increase goes 
into effect, Balestrieri said. 
He said J. A. Miller, manager 
of the McCoy firm, has notified 
the c o u n t y the lease will be 
terminated March 15 because of 
the impasse. 
But Balestrieri said it was 
possible SFO might be permit­ 
ted by the county to provide 
terminal facilities in a trailer 
at the site and that the helicop­ 
ter line would be charged a fee 
for use of the landing pad. 
The Marin Aviation Commis­ 


sion is scheduled to discuss the 
lease impasse at 8 p.m. Tues­ 
day in the Marin Municipal Wa­ 
ter D i s t r i c t office in Corte 
Madera.

Green, volunteer nurse for the 
Planned Parenthood teen clinic, 
and Dr. Hannah Hochstaedter, 
physician at the teen clinic. 
knight said that the teen- 
a g e r s who come to the teen 
clinic are usually already sex­ 
ually active and “in danger of 
getting VD or becoming preg­ 
nant” unless they receive infor­ 
mation and contraceptives. 
“I don’t think we’re encour­ 
aging promiscuity,” Dr. Hochs­ 
taedter said, pointing out that 
in, “rap sessions” at the clinic it 
is stressed that “you don’t have 
to have sex.” 
Mrs. Green added that young 
persons define “promiscuity” 
differently than their parents 
do. The teen-agers who come to 
the clinic “are not sleeping ar- 
o u n d ” but have “one boy 
friend.” she said. 
‘ ‘ Y o u can’t turn the clock 
back,” Knight responded to a 
question about returning to 
“the old morality.” At any 
rate,' he said, parents have 
years to instill their views into 
their youngsters and a two-hour 
session at the clinic is not likely 
to change such views.

“Is sex education in the 
schools contributing to a rising 
VD and illegitimate pregnancy 
rate?” a listener wanted to 
know. 
Dr. Hochstaedter and Miss 
Denning-Kemp agreed that sex 
education has been “such a hit- 
or-miss thing”, that it has prob­ 
ably had little effect. 
The entire panel concurred 
that education is the only hope 
for reducing VD and unwanted 
pregnancy rates.

Screaming back at the 
tyke is kid stuff and reduces the 
p a r e n t to the status of a, 
youngster. This is not time for 
logic because a. raging child, is 
not reasonable. How long it 
takes the child to “get the mes­ 
sage" that tantrums do not 
work depends upon the success 
of the parent in disregarding 
the annoyance and the intellig­ 
ence of the boy or girl. 
A mother should also ask her­ 
self: “Why is Johnnie having a 
tantrum?' Too many 'bouts may 
mean that he is under pressure 
or too man}' demands are being 
made on him. Now and then the 
child is not getting enough love. 
But too many tantrums over 
trivia usually mean an emotion­ 
al, or physical problem that 
warrants investigation.

2.1 Million 
Migrants To 
California 
WASHINGTON (UPI) -F o r 
the first time since before the 
Civil War, more people moved 
into the South than moved out 
during the 1980s the Census 
Bureau announced Thursday, 
The bureau said the South 
gained about 1.8 million whites 
through migration between the 
1960 and 1970 censuses while 
losing 1.4 million blacks. 
The out'.-mi,grati.on of Negroes 
contirued a trend which 'began 
in World War H. In 1970, blacks 
made up 19 per cent of the 
population of the 16 states and 
the District of Columbia which 
the Census Bureau considers in 
the south. In 1940, the southern 
Negro population was 24 per 
cent. 
Among 
the 
four 
census 
regions, the West again led in 
net migration during the 1960s. 
The 13-state region gained 2.8 
million residents through mi­ 
gration with California account­ 
ing for 2.1 million of the total. 
The nine-state Northeast re­ 
gion gained 324,000 population 
through migration while the 12- 
state North Central region lost 
752.000 population.

during

1960s. 
But 
it 
continued at a rate of almost 
150.000 a year. 
Commerce Secretary Maurice 
H. Stans toM newsmen: “'Wel­ 
fare programs in the north 
provide substantially greater 
benefits.The industrialization 
of the north is greater so there 
are more job opportunities,” 
Asked if he was saying that 
welfare accounted for the black 
'migration, Stans said: “Both 
circumstances are factors. I 
would certainly assume that the 
job opportunity factor would be 
the chief motivating factor. But 
there is no question that some 
'have mowed, because, welfare 
benefits' are higher.”

Coeds Blushing 
From Both Ends 


EVANSTON,

(U P D - 
Thirteen Northwestern Univer­ 
sity coeds interested in a 
scientific experiment on the 
sexual effects of spanking 
learned one thing. Spanking can 
make you red on both ends. 
The spankings, administered 
by a fast-talking guy named 
Joe, hurt enough. The rubber 
checks he gave the coeds in 
payment may" have hurt even 
more. 
Not to mention the embar­ 
rassment of taking part in what 
was billed as a scientific 
experiment on the sexual 
effects of spanking which 
turned out to' be a collegiate 
confidence game. 
The 13 coeds, it was revealed 
Wednesday, were among more 
than 100 who answered an 
advertisement in September in 
the student newspaper, the 
Daily Northwestern. 
The ad offered $15 to young 
women between 18 and 26 who 
would take part in a “research 
discussion group.” 
When the girls answered the 
advertisement at an Evanston 
Hotel they were greeted by a 
man who called himself Joe 
and wore a goatee. 
Joe explained hé was a 
representative of “ G&S .Love 
Industries” and was interested 
in some serious spanking. _ 
He selected 13 of the coeds 
and explained they should tell 
him something they had done 
wrong recently and he would 
spank them over his knees in 
proportion to the gravity of the 
offense. They would then, in the 
interests of scientific research, 
tell him whether they found the 
spankings sexually stimulating. 


The girb reported they first 
became suspicious because Joe 
was so enthusiastic. .After 'three 
sessions of spankings, they 
became more suspicious when 
the $45 checks Joe gave them 
bounced. University authorities 
got wind of the matter and 
began an investigation. 
It developed that there was 
no such organization as G&S 
Love Industries and that Joe 
had an arrest record —but no 
convictions —on charges of 
armed robbery, burglary, forge­ 
ry and possession of stolen 
goods. 
After Joe had a meeting with 
representatives of 'the state's 
attorney's 'Office, he wrote out a 
fresh batch of $30 checks for 
toe girls. 
The new checks passed the 
bank at about the time Joe 
dropped out of sight. The coeds 
were left with their short pay 
and their memories. Some said 
they had, indeed, found the 
spankings sexually stimulating. 
Some said they just hurt. 


11 D ie In C ra s h O f

LSD "Expert' Testifies 
Murder Could Be Result 
LOS ANGELES (UPI)—LSD 
could so have affected the mind 
of Tate trial defendant Leslie 
Van Houten she could have 
been influenced to commit 
murder, a defense psychiatrist 
testified, Wednesday. 
Dr. Keith. Ditman, who said 
he was .an expert on toe effects, 
of LSD, was caEed to the stand 
during the penalty phase of toe 
Tate-LaBianca murder brail by 
Maxwell Keith, Miss Van 
Houten’s attorney. 
Keith and attorneys for the 
other two young women defen­ 
dants have summoned several 
psychiatrists to testify about 
LSD in an attempt to save their 
clients from death by placing 
part of toe blame for toe 
murders on use of the drug. 
Keith also asked. Ditman 
whether “Leslie's long use of 
LSD” had .affected her 'persona­ 
lity, her mind or both. The 
psychiatrist said his experience 
with chronic LSD users had 
convinced him that the drug 
would have an effect. 
Ditman said prolonged use of 


LSD could “produce radical 
alterations of values” and it 
could do more damage to a 
young, immature mind than to 
that of an older person. He also 
said toe effects of the drug 
partially depend on toe imme­ 
diate environment—11 'where and 
with whom.” 
The 
attorney 
said 
that 
although Miss Van Houten 
denied Charles Manson had any 
influence on her, she scratched 
an "X” on her forehead after 
the cult leader appeared in 
court with one. 
He described his client as a 
bright, happy and successful 
teen-ager from a middle class 
family before a boyfriend 
introduced her to LSD at the 
age of 15. 
After that, the attorney said, 
Miss 
Van 
Houten’s 
goals 
changed, she lost interest in the 
“9 to 5” life** and eventually 
ended up at the Spahn Ranch, 
one-time headquarters for the 
“Manson family.” 
“That’s not me,” Miss Van 
Houten shouted.

A Bigger Mitt 
For Dick Dietz 


CASA GRANDE — Dick Dietz has a new catch­ 
er’s mitt. It isn’t as big as the ones specially 
designed to stop knuckleballs. But it is big. 
The catcher of the Giants wasn’t offended when 
he found the new mitt in his spring training locker. 
Manager Charlie Fox put it there. Fox knew that 
Dietz would take no offense. Dietz isn’t a sensitive 
soul. He doesn’t mind discussing the number of 
passed balls charged to him each season. 
“They ( o f f i c i a l scorers) 
charged me with 25 PBs last 
season,” said Dietz. “I thought 
some .rulings 'were questionable 
hut that’s a natural reaction.” 
DIETZ HAS been plagued by 
the passed ball problem since 
1960 when he signed with the 
Giants for a. big tonus after an 
outstanding athletic career at 
Greenville High School in South 
Carolina as a baseball and foot­ 
ball star. 
In his first two seasons of pro 
ball in the Sophomore League 
at Artesia his passed ball total 
was 91, 46 the first year, 45 the 
second. In his third season he 
improved — only 37 PBs in the 
Northwest League. Now his to­ 
tal is down to 25. 
“MAYBE THE new mitt will 
help me to improve further this 
season,” said Dietz, a ball play­ 
er 'with, a delightful sense of 
humor. 
Of the more than score of 
PBs charged to Dietz last sea­ 
son not one cost a ball game. 
He was await of this but didn’t 
cite that fact as a self serving 
statement. 
Dietz’ bat, not his glove, is 
why the Giants boosted his sa­ 
lary from $25,000 to .$50,000' this 
year. Dietz hit .300 last season. 
The last regular Giant catcher 
to hit .300 was Walker Cooper. 
He batted .305 in 1947. 
DIETZ IS A. power hitter. 


More than one-third of his 148 
hits in 494 ABs last year were 
«trabase smashes — 36 dou­ 
bles, two triples, 22 homers, 
including two grand slams, plus 
107 RBIs. 
Did Dietz think he could im­ 
prove on, those marks this sea­ 
son? 
“I have only three goals this 
year and they are team goals, 
not 
individual 
ones,” 
said 
Dietz. “First, I want us to win 
the Western Division title; se­ 
cond, the National League pen­ 
nant and then the W o r l d 
Series.” 
Did he really b e l i e v e the 
Giants could a c h i e v e those 
goals? 
“ABSOLUTELY,” said Dietz, 
“with Juan Manchal healthy 
again, Gaylord Perry as fit as 
he always is and some promis­ 
ing young p i l c h e r s on the 
staff.”

Four Nike Hercules missile 
sites in Mar.n Countv will be 
among 38 such facilities in the 
country to be closed by the 
Army d u r i n g the next four 
months. 
Army officials 
said 
yesterday. 
Firing batteries to be closed 
include Battery C, Second Bat­ 
talion, 51st Artillery, in San Ra­ 
fael. Batteries B and D at Fort 
Cronkhite. 
Headquarters for the Second 
Battalion at Fort Baker will 
also be closed by June 30. 
George Van de Grift, public 
information officer at Fort Bak­ 
er, said that the approximately 
370 men stationed at the sites in 
Marin will be transferred to 
other Army Air Defense Com­ 
mand posts. 
Meanwhile, Air Defense Com­ 
mand 
officials 
in 
Colorado 
Springs said that the closing of 
the installations will not weak­ 
en U.S. defenses. 
“Significant reductions in op­ 
erating costs” was the reason 
given by the Army for the clos­ 
ings. 
After the closings, there will 
be 52 operational Nike-Hercules 
missile 
installations 
in 
the 
country. The Army said the 
largest number of such sites 
was 134 in 1963. 
Selection importance of the 
various defended areas, reten­ 
tion of the maximum number of 
defenses, 
providing the best 
possible 
all-around 
coverage 
within a particular defense, re­ 


tention of those batteries which 
contribute most to the . . .

Selection of the units to be 
closed was based primarily on 
the following factors, according 
to the Army:

SAN RAFAEL HIGH HOAX 


' WASHINGTON (UPI) -P r e s- 
ident Nixon asked Congress 
today to approve a $2 billion a 
year revenue-sharing manpower 
training program which would 
give 
special 
emphasis 
to 
reducing joblessness in areas of 
heavy unemployment. 
The 
proposed 
legislation 
would permit states and cities 
to tailor their effort to local 
conditions and would free them 
from what Nixon called the 
“bureaucratic jungle” that now 
surrounds such programs. 
Nixon said current efforts 
under the nine-year-old federal 
job training program “proceed 
from the best of intentions 
(but) they are overcentralized, 
bureaucratic, remote from the 
people they mean to serve, 
overguidelined 
and 
far 
less 
effective than they might be.” 
Nixon’s proposal would pro­ 
vide extra federal funds for 
high unemployment areas when 
national jobless figures exceed 
4.5 per cent for more than 
three months. This provision 
would take effect July 1, 1972, 
the administration’s target date 
for reducing unemployment— 
now at 6 per cent—to the 4.5 
per cent figure. 
The President’s message to 


Congress was the second in a 
series 
of 
six 
outlining 
his 
proposals for “special” revenue 
sharing which would provide a 
total of $11 billion for state and 
local governments to spend on 
broad subjects replacing pre­ 
sent narrow-purpose categorical 
grants. 
Nixon 
said 
the 
manpower 
training provisions would lump 
into a single flexible program 
more than a dozen categorical 
grants funded in the current 
fiscal year at $1.5 billion. 
Nixon said his $2 billion plan 
would provide $4 for every $3 
now being spent by the federal 
government “to help move men 
and 
women 
into 
productive 
employment.” 
However, the plan eliminates 
present 
requirem ents 
that 
states and cities spend some of 
their own funds on job training 
in order to qualify for federal 
grants. 
Nixon said funds under his 
program could be spent for 
recruitment, counseling, place­ 
ment, 
classroom 
instruction, 
subsidized private and public 
employment, job opportunities, 
work experience and short-term 
employment, child care, reloca­ 
tion assistance, minor health

identified the arrested man as

Ertekin, 
a 
24-year-old 
former 
student at 
Ankara’s 
Middle East Technical Univer­ 
sity and sai(J he was captured 
after he drove off in the kidnap 


victims’ car with its trussed up 
Turkish driver. 
U.S. authorities identified the 
kidnap victims as Jimmy J. 
Sexton, 
San 
Angelo, 
Tex.; 
James M. Gholson, Alexandria, 
Va.; Larry J. Heaver, Denver, 
Colo., 
and Richard 
Caraszi, 
Stamford, Conn., all airmen 
first class. 
It was the second kidnaping 
of Am ericans in little more 
than two weeks. On Feb. 15, 
three armed Turks seized Sgt. 
Jimmy R. M. Finley, 25, of 
Fort Worth, Tex., but released 
him a few days later. 
The “Turkish Peoples Libera­ 
tion Army” claimed credit for 
the Finley kidnaping, for two 
recent bank robberies and for a

$331 Million Rapid 
Transit Start Urged 


Plans For Bus-Ferry 


System Through 1980 


B y PAUL E . PETERZELL 
A $331.5 million start on a bus rapid transit and 
ferry system was recommended today by the 
staff of the Golden Gate Bridge District. 
The recommendation came in a staff draft of a 
long range transit plan due to be submitted to the 
Legislature by April 3. 
a combination of the existing 
railroad right-of-way and High­ 
way 101. Shields explained that 
the recommended plan was dis­ 
tilled from the $670,000 study 
done 
by district consultants 
over the past 14 months. 
The 
consultants’ 
plan had 
proposed five alternative tran­ 
sit systems, four of them rail 
systems costing almost $1 bil­ 
lion. 
The fifth alternative was a 
$495 million bus rapid transit 
system sim ilar to the staff plan 
presented today — with one 
m ajor exception. 
The exception was that the 
consultants’ plan was for a sys­ 
tem developed through the year 
2015, while the staff’s plan was 
for only through 1980. The staff 
plan, unlike the consultants’ 
p l a n , did not offer any cost 


The bus rapid transit system 
envisioned by the staff through 
1980 would use exclusive free­ 
way lanes in Marin and in San 
Francisco would be largely un­ 
derground. 
It also would call for con­ 
struction of a second deck on 
the bridge for the exclusive use 
of buses. 
Directors, faced by the staff 
recommendation for the first 
time, deferred action on it until 
a special board meeting at 9 
a.m. next Thursday in Toll Pla­ 
za offices. 
District Engineer Robert E. 
Shields, who presented the re­ 
port to district directors, specif­ 
ically dropped all consideration 
of routing rapid transit through 
either Mill Valley or the Ross 
Valley. 
Otherwise, the route would be

A. Leverage is the lift given 
to common stock earnings by 
the presence of bonds (debt) or 
preferred stocks in a corpora­ 
tion’s capital structure. When 
income is rising, common share 
earnings will increase at an 
even faster rate since the cost 
of the company’s debt and sen­ 
ior obligations remains fixed. 
For example, a firm with $5 
million in senior obligations at 
an average of 6 per cent must 
pay annual interest charges of 
$300,000. When income after 
taxes but before charges is 
$600,000, the common stock will 
have earnings of $300,000. 
If income doubles to $1.2 mil­ 
lion. the common stock will 
have tripled its earnings to 
$900,000. As many heavily fund­ 
ed companies have recently de­ 
monstrated, leverage can be 
equally dynamic and penalizing 
on the downside. 
Q. I will be abroad for 
several years and wish to in­ 
vest in a few' NYSE stocks 
paying dividends monthly. Is 
this possible? — N.V. 
A. Yes, although there are

When 
bought and registered in this 
way, the gift is an irrevocable 
donation and the Custodian 
must account to you for it until 
you are 21, when securities 
must be transferred to you.

the Apollo 16 moon landing 
mission next year with rookie 
crewmen Thomas K. Mattingly 
and Charles M. Duke. 


Their selection to the next to 
last flight in the Apollo series 
was announced Wednesday by 
the space agency although the 
astronauts have been training 
many months for the ambitious 
12-day expedition. It is sche­ 
duled for March, 1972. 


Young, 40, circled the moon 
on the Apollo 10 lunar orbital 
test flight in 1969 and flew in 
earth orbit in Geminis 3 and 10 
in 1965 and 1966. He and Duke, 
35, will land on the moon while. 
Mattingly remains in orbit. 


Mattingly, 34, lost a chance to 
go to the moon last April when 
he was replaced as an Apollo 13 
crewman at the last moment 
because he was exposed to the 
German measles. The mission 
was later aborted and only 
looped around the moon’s far 
side. 


Young, a Navy captain, and 
Duke, an Air Force lieutenant 
colonel, were backup astronauts 
for Apollo 13 along with John L. 
Swigert, who substituted for 
Mattingly. 


Fred W. Haise, one of the 
Apollo 13 crewmen, was named 
backup 
commander 
for 
the 
Apollo 16 mission. The other 
backup pilots are Stuart A. 
Roosa and Edgar D. Mitchell,

who both just returned from 
the moon on Apollo 14. 


Young and Duke will spend 67 
hours on the moon and conduct 
three surface excursions lasting 
20 hours.

Shake-Up 
Planned For 
City Schools 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
reorganization plan that would 
involve more than 200 of the 357 
adm inistrators in the 
San 
Francisco public school system 
was made public Wednesday by 
Superintendent 
Thomas 
A. 
Shaheen. 
Shaheen, who needs Board of 
Education 
approval, 
recom­ 
mended splitting the system 
into three administrative areas 
and the elimination of all the 48 
deans in junior and senior high 
schools and all the 18 assistant 
principals 
in 
elem entary 
schools with fewer than 500 
pupils. 
Of the 90 administrators in 
the system’s headquarters, 50 
would be sent back to schools 
and most of the others to the 
regional offices. 
The primary reason for the 
reorganization, Shaheen said, 
was not to save money but to 
improve the quality of educa­ 
tion. 
“It is my conviction that the. 
administration of the school 
district can be more effective- 
...by the reduction in staff,” he 
declared. 
Since San Francisco has a 
tenure system for its adminis­ 
trators, such a program would 
result in a lot of bumping— 
persons 
ousted from a 
job 
taking over the position of a 
person with less seniority.

Bay Air Board Challenges 
Two Pending Federal Standards 


Bay Area smog officials yes­ 
terday challenged two pending 
federal standards on air quality 
as unwarranted and unreasona­ 
ble, and endorsed three others 
that would be w e a k e r than 
standards already adopted by 
California. 
Bay Area Air Pollution Con­ 
trol District directors voted, 9- 
2, to challenge the standards 
after the district staff argued 
they apparently were pulled out 
of the blue. 
Dr. Milton Feldstein. director 


of technical services, sSfd that 
both the federal and state stan­ 
dards — the latter adopted sev­ 
eral years ago — were based on 
the same data on health effects. 
The federal standards, almost 
four times tougher for carbon 
monoxide, had “absolutely no 
medical basis,” he insisted. 
The new standards are about 
to be imposed by the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency, and 
would apply in California as 
well as all other states. 
Feldstein also criticized the 


Southern Crossing Span 


Draws Panel's Opposition 


Opposition to the controver­ 
sial Southern Crossing bridge 
over San Francisco Bay was 
declared yesterday by directors 
of the Bay Area Air Pollution 
Control District. 
A majority of the directors 
objected that the bridge could 
encourage development and use 
of automobiles, both of which 
contribute to the growth of air 
contaminants. 
The board voted 9-1, with Ala­ 
meda County Supervisor Joseph 
P. Bort casting the only “no." 
He termed “ very provincial" 
arguments by opponents of the 
bridge that population growth 
could be inhibited by stopping 
construction of the $556 million 
bridge. 
Both of Marin’s representa­ 
tives, former Supervisor Wil­ 
liam A. Gnoss and Sausalito 
City Councilman Wyman Hicks, 


joined in the vote to oppose the 
bridge between San Francisco 
and Alameda counties. 
The effect of the vote, howev­ 
er, was not clear since the dis­ 
trict board has no clear power 
over the matter. 
Hicks, however, raised the 
possibility that new federal air 
pollution laws had empowered 
the district to stop such pro­ 
jects if found to be adversely 
affecting air quality. The dis­ 
trict’s staff said it would re­ 
search the legal issue raised by- 
Hicks. 
Director William R. Jelavich, 
Mountain View city council­ 
man, warned that tiie bridge 
was only “ a symbolic issue." 
and that the fight for clean air 
never will be won unless the 
district gets into the business of 
controlling land use and of lim­ 
iting grow-th of the region.

San Mateo County Supervisor 
Robert B. St. Clair, noting the 
board had endorsed three stan­ 
dards weaker than California’s, 
said that the federal law still 
allowed a state to get a federal 
waiver

nation. 
In a related matter, the board 
asked the state Air Resources 
Board to explain how- it expect­ 
ed the district to meet the state 
visibility standard of 10 miles. 
The district’s chief adm inistra­ 
tive officer, D. J. Callaghan, 
said that nature-caused air con­ 
taminants were about half of 
the visibility problem. 
He insisted that the visibility 
standard never would be met. 
The board asked the staff to 
recommend a visibility stan­ 
dard that could be met in the 
Bay Area.

A second bond election for the 
Marin Junior College District’s 
proposed north campus at No­ 
vato should be delayed indef- 
n i t e 1 y , most members of a 
college advisory panel agreed 
last night.

Wil­ 
liam Penn Patrick. P atrick had 
loaned the plane to form er Sen. 
George Murphy for his unsuc­ 
cessful reelection cam paign. 
Nance is to r e t u r n to the 
court of Judge Samuel W\ G ar­ 
diner M arch 24 for sentencing.

Spelled Out 


The Richardson Bay Sanitary 
District board last night agreed 
to provide sewer service to a 
proposed 170-unit apartment de­ 
velopment in Strawberry, but 
only on two conditions.

Wheeler reported the district 
would send a letter of intent to 
the 
Marin 
County 
Planning 
Commission stating it can serve 
the project, proposed by the 
Seaport 
Development 
Co. 
of 
Sausalito. 


But. she said, the board im­ 
posed two conditions on the 
firm: first, that the hookups 
cannot be made if the district is 
hit with a cease and desist or­ 
der from the San Francisco 
Bay 
Regional 
Water Quality 
Control 
Board 
banning 
new 
connections. 


The second condition, Mrs. 
W’heeler said, is that the total 
flow from the project, estim at­ 
ed 
at 
10,858,000 gallons 
per 
year, does not cause the district 
to exceed a flow of 205,836,000 
gallons per year to the Sausali- 
to-Marin 
City 
Sanitary 
Dis­ 
tric t’s treatm ent plant. 


The Sausalito district, facing 
strict new discharge require­ 
ments, has asked the Richard­ 
son Bay and T a m a 1 p a i s 
Community Services districts to 
take steps to lim it the amount 
of sewage they pump to Sausal­ 
ito under treatm ent contracts. 
Mrs. 
Wrheeler said Seaport 
agreed not to sue the district if, 
because of either of the two 
conditions, it is unable to serve 
the project. 
Seaport has six months, until 
Sept. 1, to m ake the connections 
to the d istrict’s lines. Approval 
of the project m ust first come 
from the county planning com ­ 
mission. 
The 176-unit project is the 
first phase of a 340-umt devel­ 
opment planned for 25 acres 
above the Straw berry Town and 
Country Village Shopping Cen­ 
ter. Total population at full oc­ 
cupancy would be about 4,250 
persons. 
Mrs. W heeler said the devel­ 
opm ent firm asked the board to 
agree to serve the entire pro­ 
ject, but the board said it felt it 
could not m ake such a com m itt­ 
ment at this time.

Student Fee 


Bill Drafted 


For Sonoma 


A bill to levy a student activi­ 
ties fee at Sonoma State College 
has been introduced in the Leg­ 
islature by Sen. Randolph Col­ 
lier. D-Yreka. 
The legislation would give the 
state College Board of Trustees 
authorization to institute a fee 
that would support intercolle­ 
giate athletics, concerts, dram a 
and lectures. 
Last spring students voted 
713 to 245 to do away with the 
$9 per sem ester fee that had 
supported the program s. Stu­ 
dent leaders had complained 
they had no control over how 
the funds were allocated and 
led the successful movement to 
rem ove the fee. 
Since the loss of the nearly 
$55.000 in student funds, the 
Friends of Sonoma State Col­ 
lege conducted an off-campus 
cam paign to collect funds to 
support 
athletic 
program s. 
Fund raising events led largely 
by students funded cultural pro­ 
gram s and the com m unity in­ 
volvem ent 
program 
which 
sends students into com m uni­ 
ties as volunteers. 


Lyon's term was scheduled to 
expire June 30. His seat and 
that of trustee Delta Christ, 
elected last June in a recall 
election which ousted trustees 
David E. Freedheim and Mar­ 
tha Freebaim-Smith, will be up 
for election April 20. 
The new trustees selected in 
that election will take their 
seats after July 1. 
Mrs. Christ and three other 
candidates, Warren Hansen and 
Sandra Marshall of Sausalito 
and Lillie Hill of Marin City, 
have filed for the two positions. 
Supt. Lawrence A. Lindberg 
was unavailable today to com­ 
ment on how Lyon’s leaving 
will affect the board.

Reagan 
wired. 
"As a matter of fact most coun­ 
ties will be able to effect actual 
savings particularly in the lar­ 
ger counties if the Legislature 
approves this program.” 
The governor said a copy of 


his specific reform proposals 
will be sent to Marin for review 
and comment. 
Reagan's reform, announced 
yesterday, is designed to re­ 
move the “un-needy” from re­ 
lief rolls and save taxpayers 
$575 million.

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Larkspur Studies 
North Ridge Park 


Larkspur city officials at last 
night’s 
city 
council 
meeting 
talked of a possible regional 
park for the North Ridge area 
between 
Corte 
Madera, 
Mill 
Valley and Larkspur. 
They used the cooperation be­ 
tween the three cities and the 
Marin Conservation Leagu^ in 
exploring the park idea, as a 
cudgel 
against 
the 
county’s 
City-County Planning Council. 
City Mgr. Kent Bathurst told 
the city council that the three 
cities' administrators and con­ 
servation 
spokesmen 
plan 
to 
hold a third informal meeting 
Monday. They hope to set a 
date for the three councils to 
meet jointly to hear the park 
proposal. Slides, maps and oth­ 
er data will be shown at the 
meeting tentatively set for late 
March or early April, Bathurst 
said. 
Hopes are to preserve the 
North 
Ridge’s 
existing 
open 
spaces, Bathurst said, and to 
control development on a re­ 
gional basis. The preliminary 
study takes in 1.650 acres ex­ 
tending 
from 
Kentfield-Ross 
boundaries to Alto, he said. One 
possibility might be to form a 
regional park district through 
joint 
powers 
cooperation, 
he 
added. 
Later in the evening, spokes­ 
men for the Larkspur Town 
Meeting urged the council to 
join 
the 
city-county planning 
body. 
Councilmen 
Earl 
J. 
O’Grady, Neil Brixon and May­ 
or Benton A. Sifford Jr. argued 
that the city “ is doing effective 


t h i n g s — such as the North 
Ridge i d e a ’ ’ while the city- 
county council “is all study, 
study, study." 
Town Meeting chairman Joan 
Sestak and co-volunteer Charles 
Bruce,

should no longer be put off by 
the State Legislature because of 
local d isag reem en ts,” he de­ 
clared. 
In 1970, the legislature failed 
to act on two bills suggesting a 
regional governm ent for this 
area. 
Pelosi recommended that the 
Congress deal with coastline 
developm ent, pollution, tran s­ 
portation,

disposal, housing, zoning, air­ 
port and port developm ents, 
criminal 
justice, 
education, 
welfare, health and government 
financing. 
His House of Delegates would 
be composed of officials from 
city councils and boards of 
supervisors.

380 Millionths 
Of A Second Is 
Only Half A Life 


B E R K E L E Y (U PI) - Scien- 
tists at the Lawrence Radiation 
Laboratory have reported the 
d iscovery of a new elem ent 
with 
a half-life 
of only 
380 
millionths of a second. 
The scientists reported their 
findings in the current issue of 
the American Physical Letters. 
They said it was unlikely that 
atoms heavier than the new 
element, which has an atomic 
weight of 258, can be created 
because their life would be too 
short for measurement. 
The new element, fermium- 
258, was found by bombarding a 
much 
more 
stable 
isotope, 
fermium-257, with the nuclei of 
heavy hydrogen atoms. 
The new element was sup­ 
posed 
to 
be 
stable, 
but 
scientists found that half of its 
atom s broke up into lighter 
atoms in 380 millionths of a 
second.

Tapes Of Meetings Are 
Available— Two Strings 


Tape recordings of Larkspur 
City Council and planning com­ 
mission meetings will continue 
to be available to the public, 
with two strings attached, the 
council 
unanimously 
decided 
last night. 
The recordings will be availa­ 
ble only after the city staff has 
had 
48 
hours 
to 
transcribe 
them, and then at a stiff fee — 
at least for the time being. 
The council set a temporary 
fee schedule of $20 per hour of 
listening, with a minimum $5 
charge for up to 15 minutes. 
The rate, councilmen said, was 
necessary 
because 
the tapes 
must be played only by City 
Mgr. Kent B. Bathurst or his 
assistant. Harlan Barry. 
Councilman Neil Brixon re­ 
called that “this tape was put 
in to save time . . . now one 
property owner wants a copy of 
the tape made b e c a u s e he 
wasn't here; newspapers want 
to hear it. Bathurst and Barry 
certainly are in the $20 per hour 
range of cost to the city." 
Barry suggested that city of­ 
ficials might be able to give 
citizens a quarter-hour “free 
ride" during slack times in the 
office, but Councilman Alfred 
Malvino and Brixon objected 
that “ you're opening a Pan­ 
dora’s box if you give any free 
rides." 
Barry reported the city’s at­ 


torney had advised that the city 
“legally only has to provide the 
written minutes of m eeting." 
Audition of the tapes is a public 
service, he said. “ It’s easy for 
someone to tam per with the 
tap e." Barry warned in calling 
for them to be played only by 
himself or Bathurst. 
Barry recommended only a 
24-hour time lag in releasing 
the tapes to the public. Mayor 
Benton A. Sifford Jr. said the 
staff should have “first priori­ 
ty " for 48 hours. 
Brixon claimed the council 
action was “ not aimed at the I- 
J but at guys who missed meet­ 
ings and wanted to hear them 
all the way through the next 
d ay." 
(The Independent-Journal re­ 
cently reviewed council tapes to 
report actions at a meeting re­ 
convened after a closed session, 
during which an I-J reporter 
departed, thinking no further 
business was to be conducted. 
In the discussion, minus any 
audience, Brixon wondered al­ 
oud whether the tape recorder 
was operating, and the council­ 
men bluntly aired their views 
about planning commission and 
other problems.)

$200 Reward For 
Break In Burglary 


The Independent-Journal will 
pay $200 reward, through its 
Secret Witness program, for in­ 
formation leading to solution of 
the burglary last month of the

When Chan returned from a 
between-semester break during 
which he took 35 of his College 
of Marin biology students to 
Mexico, he found his home had 
been entered and rifled in his 
absence. The loot, besides a 
long inventory totaling $3,161, 
included many specimens on 
which no replacement value 
could be placed — because, 
said Chan, they are irreplacea­ 
ble. 
There has been no break in 
the case. 
The Secret Witness reward is 
being offered at the request of 
Police Chief Raymond R. Bu- 
chignani, whose San Anselmo 
force has found itself against a 
blank wall in seeking to solve 
the burglary. 
.After discovering his home 
had been entered, Chan ap­ 
pealed to the thief to return the 
scientific articles and leave 
them “ anywhere on the College 
of Marin campus” on a no­ 
quest ions-asked basis. The ap­ 
peal brought no result. 
Because the burglar or bur­ 
glars had been selective in tak­ 
ing rare specimens which Chan 
had used in his college classes,

383 Reds Killed In Laos Battle 


SAIGON (U PI)—-The South 
Vietnamese Command today 
reported 
government 
troops 
killed 383 Communist troops in 
a “ 100 per cent victory” inside 
Laos near Hill 31, the outpost 
overrun by North Vietnamese 
forces a week ago. 
Military spokesmen said only 
three South Vietnamese were 
wounded in nearly 24 hours of 
fighting 
seven 
miles 
inside 
I^aos, a little more than a mile 
southeast of Hill 31. 
“This is a 100 per cent 
victory,” 
said 
a 
military 
spokesman in Saigon of the 
battle around a government 
camp four miles 
north 
of 
Highway 9. 
Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky visited support bases for the 
Laotian drive just outside the 
border and called for more B52 
bombing raids and bombing of 
North Vietnam if the Laos 
campaign is to succeed. 
“ If we continue to have the 
necessary support from U.S. 
forces, I think it will be a Dien 
Bien Phu in reverse,” Ky said. 
His 
reference 
was 
to 
the 
Communist Viet Minh defeat of 


the French at Dien Bien Phu in 
May, 1954. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen 
in Saigon today revised an 
earlier report saying govern­ 
ment forces killed 332 Commu­ 
nist 
troops 
Wednesday 
in 
fighting 10 miles east of the 
Laotian border. The spokesmen 
said the Communist casualties 
were over a nine-day period in 
an operation in Kontum Pro­ 
vince 270 miles north-northeast 
of Saigon. 
South Vietnamese casualties 
were listed at 14 killed, 64 
wounded and five missing. 
The 
U.S. 
Command 
said 
today 69 Americans were killed 
and 
281 
wounded 
in 
the 
Indochina 
war 
last 
week, 
reflecting the stepped up action 
in the Laotian campaign in 
which South Vietnamese forces 
with U.S. air support are trying 
to cut the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
supply line. It was the highest 


U.S. death toll in six months. 
The Allies said an estimated 
5,107 Communist troops were 
killed last week, the heaviest 
such losses since last May 
when the drive against Cambo­ 
dian sanctuaries was in pro­ 
gress. 


Ky made a tour of forward 
South Vietnamese Command 
posts in the Laotian operation 
area today but did not actually 
cross into Laos. Ky said at a 
news conference at the front 
that more U.S. B52 strikes is 
“ a necessity” if the Laotian 


drive is to succeed, including 
raids inside North Vietnam. 
“ In terrain like Laos, with 
jungle and trees and mountains, 
tactical (low-level) air support 
is not really effective,” said 
Ky. “Only strategic air support 
—B52s—are really effective,” 
said Ky, wearing a .45 caliber 
pistol on his hip and clad in a 
black flying suit.

Plan To Reform Higher 
Education Control 


State Supt. Wilson C. Riles Hasj 
come out for a single California 
Board of Higher Education to have 
.jurisdiction over all campuses of 
University of California and Califor­ 
nia state colleges, plus the district 
com munity (junior) colleges. 
Riles says the California Master 
P lan for Higher Education, adopted 
a decade ago, has never worked. 
This is the plan that set up the 
'.California State Colleges Board of 
Trustees, the Coordinating Council 
for Higher Education, and what la­ 
ter became the California Commun­ 
ity Colleges Board of Governors. 
The U.C. Board of R e g e n t s , of 
course, already was in existence. 
WE AGREE with the new state 
superintendent that the plan has not 
worked. The coordinating council 
has failed to coordinate. Often the 
state colleges have pulled one way, 
(he university another way, and the 
junior colleges a third way. 
We would go farther than Riles 
suggested in reforming the higher 
education setup, however. 
THE SINGLE California' Board of 
Higher Education should be an elec­ 
tive board, with its m em bers chosen 
by districts — after the m anner of 
the Board of Equalization, but with 
many more than the four districts 
included in that setup, so that all 
sections of California would have 
true 
representation. 
The 
board 
probably should have between 15 
and 21 members. These might be 
elected 
for six-vear terms, 
with 
term s of a third of them expiring 
every two years. 
The elected state board should 
have jurisdiction over all education 
above the high school level, and 
should set the standards for adm is­ 
sion to the state colleges and univ­ 
ersity. 
Each 
cam pus of University of 
California, and each state college, 
should have its own local board of 
trustees.The com munity colleges, of 
c o u r s e , already have their own 
elected local boards. 
The local board at each college, 
and each university campus, should 
have authority to operate its own 


school, under overall direction of 
the state board. The lines of author­ 
ity should be spelled out in legisla­ 
tion s e t t i n g up the system, but 
should leave room for enough local 
control so that the various colleges 
and U.C. cam puses would not be­ 
come mere carbon copies of one 
another. What is needed at Sonoma 
State College, for instance, is not 
the sam e as at Long Beach State 
College, so there should be room for 
variations to meet regional needs. 
INSTEAD OF A U.C. president 
and a state colleges president, there 
should be a single administrative 
head, appointed by the state board. 
Each university and college would 
have its own president (or chancel­ 
lor, if that title is preferred — it 
makes little difference). He would 
be answerable to his local board 
and. through it. to the chief adm in­ 
istrator of the system and the state 
board. 
This 
president 
might 
be 
nominated by the local board with 
the state board having veto power 
over the selection. 
Such a plan should bring order 
out of the chaos now prevailing in 
California 
higher 
education. 
It 
would put over-all authority in the 
hands of a board elected by the 
people, and enable that board to 
present to the legislature proposals 
for coordinated approaches instead 
of the overlapping and competitive 
plans now pushed by the various 
segments of the higher education 
establishment. 
BECAUSE OF ITS effect on Univ­ 
ersity of California, which has con­ 
stitutional status, such a change 
would 
require 
a 
constitutional 
am endment. 
Since the state superintendent re­ 
cognizes the need for change, we 
suggest that he, the state Board of 
Education, and some knowledgeable 
m em bers of the legislature get busy 
on preparing such an am endm ent, 
ior presentation to the people. 
It might be a good entering wedge 
for another needed reform: 
that 
providing an elective state board of 
education and appointive state su­ 
perintendent. 


THA T ASSESSMENT INCREASE 


Assessor Has Complicated 
Job Under California Law

T axpayers don’t pay much 
attention to their county asses­ 
sors. who d e c i d e how land, 
homes, building, business and 
industrial property will be val­ 
ued on the tax rolls. 
When John Q. Public does 
think about assessors, he wor­ 
ries most that his own assess­ 
ment is too h i g h , that his 
neighbor is getting a better 
break, that the big factory in 
town doesn't pay half the taxes 
it should. 
Suspicion of assessing prac­ 
tices had some justification not 
long ago. Assessors were more 
powerful then. They could put 
alm ost any value on a property 
depending 
on

they 
wanted to do an honest job or 
allow 
their 
judgment

swayed bv a discreet payoff. 
ASSESSMENTS BECAME so 
bad in California in the ’60s 
that a huge scandal finally ex­ 
ploded around San Francisco 
Assessor Russell Wolden and a 
quiet, bespectacled Castro Val­ 
ley accountant who was the bag 
man for hundreds of firms. The 
expose spread throughout the 
state. Wolden went to jail. One 
county assessor committed sui­ 
cide, many others were indicted 
or didn’t run for re-election. 
One result was a new state law 
that watches over assessm ent 
practices and gives new powers 
to the state Board of Equaliza­ 
tion to m ake sure that property 
is assessed equitably. 
The role of the county asses­ 
sor is even more important this 
year when for the first time all 
property in the state is sup-

posed to be on the tax rolls at 
25 per cent of its m arket value. 
How 
close 
California's 
58 
county assessors get to this per­ 
centage will have a tremendous 
effect on the level of property 
tax bills the public will start 
paying in December. The in­ 
crease probably will 
be be­ 
tween $3 and $4 b i l l i o n in 
statewide assessed values. 


THE ASSESSOR’S job is an 
exacting one. It involves esti­ 
mating the cash worth of every 
parcel of property in a county, 
including buildings and other 
improvements, business equip­ 
ment and inventory. 
How do assessors value pro­ 
perty? Today it is a complicat­ 
ed, time-consuming procedure 
that is getting more and more 
sophisticated, m ay 
eventually 
be done largely by computer. 
Reports of sales are the most 
im portant tool of the assessor, 
since m arket value is the basis 
of all assessm ents. Reports on 
all real estate transactions, in­ 
formation on building permits, 
remodeling, additions and new 
construction also go to the as­ 
sessor. 
Assessors also use an over-all 
percentage increase figure for 
growth, 
inflation 
and 
other 
changing values. This is called 
“ trending” and is a percentage 
developed from local sales tax 
figures, school enrollment, pay­ 
roll taxes and other local econ­ 
omic indicators. 
Property appraisals are open 
to the public. The law also re­ 
quires the assessor to notify a 
property owner of any increase 
in 
the 
appraisal. 
Taxpayers 
have the right to appeal the 
assessor’s valuations.

M A N BITES DOG 


WASHINGTON - When is an 
arm s race not an arm s race? 
What has the rhetoric of a “ ge­ 
neration of peace" to do with 
enlarging expenditures on new 
weapons systems, making more 
difficult than ever the obscure 
effort to a c h i e v e at least a 
pause? 


Those questions are hard to 
answ er in the face of figures in 
the new Nixon budget that calls 
for spending $3,761,000,000 on 
research on new weapons and 
on procurement. Add to this the 
new money requested for the 
four developing Safeguard ABM 
missiles — $1,278,000.000 and 
the total is over $5 billion 


Since a compliant Congress 
has seldom, if ever, refused to 
pick up the Pentagon tab, it 
seem s to this observer impor­ 
tant to have a look at where the 
money will go. And it must be 
borne in mind that this is in a 
sense seed money. As the hard­ 
w are comes off the assembly 
line the spending will be not in 
billions but tens of billions. 
Here are the rich plums in the 
Pentagon pudding: 


THE MANNED B-l bomber. 
$370 million for research. This 
would replace the B-52, highly 
controversial as to whether the 
manned bomber is feasible to­ 
day. 
SRAM, a short-range attack 
missile, $216.4 million, of which 
$12 million is for research and 
the balance for procurement.

Colombia's New Chief 
Faces Difficult Term

“We’re not still crying about 
Nixon’s 
budget. Now . we’re 
crying about the state’s.” 


When 44-year-old Miseal Pas­ 
trana Borrero took office as 
president of the Latin American 
republic of Colombia in August, 
1970, it was in an atmosphere 
of military siege. 
Battle-dressed soldiers, recoil- 
less rifles and troop trucks 
filled half of Bogota’s broad 
Plaza 
de 
Bolivar. 
Military 
policemen barred the public 
from inauguration ceremonies 
in the capitol building. 
Because 
of 
a 
rash 
of 
kidnapings a protective police 
car was assigned to each of the 
52 diplomatic missions accredit­ 
ed to the inauguration. 


SIX MONTHS simply have 
borne out a prediction that P as­ 
trana B orrero’s could be one of 
the 
most 
difficult 
four-year 
terms in the country’s history. 
On a continent noted for the 
violence of its politics, Colom­ 
bia has known its share. In the 
decade from 1948, now known 
as “The Violence”, between 
75,000 and 200,000 men, women 
and children were killed in 
rural civil war fought between 
two traditional parties, 
the 
liberals and the conservatives. 
In 
1958, 
the two 
parties 
brought an end to the violence 
in a coalition which has ruled 
ever since, the two parties 
alternating the presidency. 
In a further inducement to 
peace, the term of President 
Carlos Lleras Restrepo, just 
preceding Pastrana Borrero, 
had been marked by significant 
economic gains. 
In the country’s 18 most 
important cities, construction 
activity had jumped by nearly 
25 per cent. The gross national 
product nearly doubled. 


YET T H E R E ALSO were 
sauses for unrest. 
In a work force of some 
seven million persons, about 
one million were unemployed 
and the number was increasing. 
A birthrate of 3.4 per cent was 
among the highest in Latin 
America. 
Incomes 
in 
the 
countryside averaged only 
about 
half 
that 
for 
the 
industrialized cities. Literacy in 
the countryside ran less than 50 
per cent. 
It was not necessary to look 
far to find the elements willing 
to exploit the unrest. 


In the countryside, vying with 
each other for influence are 
three principal organizations, 
smallest of which is known as 
the Army of National Libera­ 
tion. 
It has a membership of about 
80 and is said to be tom by 
internal dissension. Another is a 
Maoist group known as the 
Army of Popular Liberation. It 
is said to number about 150 and 
to prey on wealthy cattlemen. 
A third and largest is the 
Colombian 
Revolutionary 
Armed Forces. It is a peasant 
group numbering about 400 men 
under leadership of the Colom­ 
bian Communist party. 
THE COLOMBIAN arm y re­ 
ported 
that its anti-guerrilla 
campaign in 1970 netted 134 
killed, nine wounded and 201 
captured. Twenty-two others, it 
daid, deserted. 
Among individuals the most 
strident 
opposition 
to 
the 
government comes from a man 
once known as one of Colom­ 
bia’s most ruthless dictators, 
Gen. Gustavo Rojas Pinilla, 
who ruled from 1953 until he 
finally was expelled in 1957. 
Ironically, by turning his 
campaign into a crusade of the 
poor against the rich, Rojas 
Fdnilla nearly won election over 
Pastrana Borrero in 1970. He 
and his followers claimed he 
was “robbed” of the election 
and threatened continued vi­ 
olence. He returned to Colom­ 
bia 
last 
September 
after 
receiving medical treatment in 
Miami.

The 
long-awaited 
opinion

IF NOTHING ELSE, the do­ 
cum ent reveals that the fine art 
of 
skillful 
report 
padding is 
alive and flourishing. For w hat' 
it lacks in content, the report 
m akes up in bulk.

uses 
padding techniques 
heretofore the property of col­ 
lege sophom ores working for a 
“ C ” in English literature: ex­ 
tra 
wide m argins, quadruple 
spacing 
between 
paragraph s, 
pages of quotations, and five 
words in place of one w herever 
possible. 
As voluminous as the 40-page 
docum ent ap pears (th at’s $52.50 
per page) it’s the relative lack 
of content which is staggering.

m ade. 
If present methods of dealing 
with environm ental, social and 
other problem s on a separate 
basis continue, it says, the fu­ 
ture av erage of the Californian 
provide this view':

Crime, 
drug 
problem s, discontent, a near­

Novato City Council last night 
endorsed formation of two advi­ 
sory committees, one on youth 
and the other on community 
social needs. 
They were among the 1971 
goals recommended by City 
Mgr. Charles A. Brown, who 
strongly advocated city involve­ 
ment in social problems of the 
community. 
Youths, who formed about 
one-third of the 70-member au­ 
dience, pleaded their own case 
with renewed calls for a teen 
center. 
“ There’s no place to go,’’ 
said Russ Gardiner, Novato 
High School student body presi­ 
dent. who supported formation 
of a youth commission and a- 
year-around teen center. 
One student said youths are 
loitering on the streets because 
“ they have nowhere to go,’’ and 
the problem “has to be solved 
soon.” 
A businessman suggested the 
youth needed a place where 
“ they can by by themselves 
and have no neighbors.” 
Brown emphasized that the 
committee, which would look 
into the desirability of esta­ 
blishing a youth commission, 
should have broad representa­ 
tion, i n c l u d i n g youths not 
reached through regular chan­ 
nels. 
Speaking of the committee, 
Brown said: “ Let them tell the 
city council what they think is 
best. Let them guide us.” 
Councilman Wayne Sartain 
felt the city, which has a high 
school student on its parks and 
recreation commission, could 
have youth on all commissions 
and a nonvoting member on the 
city council. 
Gardiner said youths didn’t 
have confidence that the city 
council would heed their com- 
m e n t s and felt “ If they do 
something, 
they’ll 
be 
put 
down.”

Brown said the p r o g r a m 
could be undertaken at no cost 
to the city, except some staff 
time to assist the committee. 
Mayor Douglas M. Merrill 
said the major purpose was to 
make existing services more 
available to residents. 
Edward T. Ryken, executive 
director of the Marin Senior 
Coordinating Council, speaking 
of the need for office space, 
said social workers meet with 
people in cars and other unsuit­ 
able places.

MARIN HOUSE 
A Warm And Happy Place To Live 


By JOAN LISETOR 
Marin House is a comfortable 
home nestled in the trees up a 
winding hill overlooking the 
city of Larkspur. 
Living there are six moder­ 
ately retarded women between 
the ages of 18 and 30 and their 
housemother, Mrs. Ruth Ar­ 
royo. 
Walking into the home is a 
warm, happy experience. On a 
b r i g h t , sunny day the sun 
streams in the windows through 
the trees, but the warmth is 
more of an expression from the 
women, best explained by their 
housemother. 
“THEY ARE the most recep­ 
tive, loving and honest people I 
have ever met,” she says. “The 
six m o n t h s since we moved 
here have been the happiest of 
my life.” 
“She is a funny housemoth­ 
er," says Patricia Cavanagh, 
“ You have to live with her to 
find out why.” 
“She is kind, understanding 
and helpful and has groovy 
things around the house,” says 
Barbara Henderson. 


The home is comfortably fur­ 
nished. The kitchen is painted a 
cheerful yellow; a rattan swing 
hangs from the ceiling in the 
family room, where a stereo 
plays and the girls relax. They 
offer each other a companion­ 


ship none knew before moving 
to Marin House. 
“The young adult retardate 
has few opportunities to find 
companionship 
outside 
her 
home,” explains Mrs. William 
Conover of Corte Madera, the 
volunteer administrator of Mar­ 


in House, whose daughter, Gail, 
is a resident there. 
“SHE IS isolated in her fami­ 
ly’s home with no social life or 
contact with peers and becomes 
unhappy, frustrated and more 
aware of her handicaps. With­ 
out the stimulation of compa­ 
nions she tends to b e c o m e 
lethargic and dull to the point 
where her physical as well as 
mental health is affected. As 
her 
isolation 
increases, 
her 
abilities decrease." 
For the first time the young 
women are doing things their 
brothers and sisters did. Re­ 
cently they had a slumber par­ 
ty. Each invited a friend to stay 
from Friday night until after 
dinner on Saturday, but the 
party was such a success it 
lasted until Sunday afternoon. 
Marin House is sponsored by 
Marin Aid To Retarded Chil­ 
dren and operated by a board 
consisting of parents, a repre­ 
sentative of MARC and a social 
worker. The board is responsi­ 
ble for the administration of the 
home, decides policy regarding 
intake and budget, taking into

in chapter of former United Air 
Lines 
stewardesses. 
Clipped 
Wings take the Marin house wom­ 
en on outings and also plan fund 
raising events to help defray the 
cost of running the house. 


consideration the wishes of the 
women, since the purpose of 
Marin House is independence 
for its residents. Through self 
government techniques the wom­ 


en are encouraged to be in­ 
volved in the management of 
the house. The housemother’s 
direction is kept at a minimum. 
Until recently Mrs. Arroyo 
prepared breakfast for ever­ 
yone. 
"I wanted to make sure they 
all started the day with a well 
balanced meal, she explains. “ I 
thought I was doing them a 
favor because they are rushed 
in the morning, but I found out 
they would rather prepare their 
own breakfasts, which is what 
thev are doing now." 
PATTY 
EXPLAINED 
that 
they had to get after one of 
their house mates because she 
wasn’t cleaning up after her­ 
self. The group pressure, she 
says, seems to be working. 
Most of the women have jobs. 
Barbara works for the Atypical 
Infant Development program in 
Kentfield; Patty works for the 
Marin Community Workshop 
and 
also 
does 
housework; 
Diane Waidelich works in an 
office in San Francisco; Gale 
works part-time for the Trade 
Fair in Sausalito and also does 
volunteer work for the Marin 
Easter Seal Society. 
The women have worked out 
a schedule, whereby they rotate 
chores around the house. They 
are encouraged to be self-re­ 
liant with the hope that they 
will progress to an independent 
living 
situation, 
eventually 
moving into apartments of their 
own. 
In addition to the homemak- 
ing skills, hobbies, handcrafts 
and other creative activities 
are encouraged. 
Members of Clipped Wings, 
the Marin chapter of former 
United Air Lines stewardesses, 
have taken the women on out­ 
ings, the most recent a ferry 
boat ride from Sausalito to San 
Francisco and back followed by 
lunch m a Sausalito restaurant. 
Clipped Wings also had a pro­ 
gram of facial care and groom­ 
ing by a local makeup expert at 
the house. 
“The girls at Marin House 
enjoyed themselves as much as 
the Clipped Wings members,” 
says Mrs. J o s e p h Basso, 
Clipped Wings president, “and 
keep asking their housemother 
when the Clipped Wings ladies 
will be back.” 
MEMBERS PLAN to visit the 
girls regularly in groups of 


three or four, for tea or just a 
friendly conversation and take 
them on more outings. 
“The only problem,” says 
Mrs. Robert P. Galloway, a 
Clipped Wings member, “is 
that everything we can think of 
they have done already.” 
Most trips are made in a van, 
which the women have named 
Frankie, after the very famous 
singer-actor. who donated it an­ 
onymously to the house after 
one of the mothers wrote to 
him. 
They all like to pile into the 
van and take off to a planned 
destination or on a “mystery 
trip.” 
“A mystery trips is when we 
don’t know where to go,” Patty 
explains. “Ruth drives and we 
tell her which way to turn. We 
found a horse show that was 
free the last time we did that.” 
DEFINING HER role as a 
housemother, 
Mrs. 
Arroyo 
says, it is a challenge. 
“ I will never stop defining," 
she says. “ It’? not a static and 
I don’t intend to stop changing. 
I learn each day from the girls 
as they do from me. 
“I fulfill my role by having 
the courage to express myself 
about something I feel is best 
for t h e m — and when they 
choose differently — to be able 
to allow them their choice — to 
let them grow and do their own 
thinking — to be protective only 
when protection is needed and 
not because I need to enforce 
my will.” 
Mrs. Arroyo writes poetry 
and often a group gathers in 
her room to listen to her read. 
A favorite is about them: 
They asked each other 
And each answered clearly 
In the language 
Which was asked. 
N e i t h e r said what he 
thought. 
And neither had an answer 
That could be wrapped 
In anything but dust. 
We communicate. 


CHIEF OPPONENT to Marin 
House when a parents group 
fought for its approval at a 
Larkspur City Council meeting 
last year was Frank G. Kirby 
of Larkspur. Mrs. Kirby says 
her husband, who leaves the 
house around 7 in the morning 
and gets home quite late, would 
p r o b a b l y not be aware of 
changes in the neighborhood. 
Living several blocks from 
Marin House she has seen no 
changes in the neighborhood, 
but still feels it does not belong

in the district, which is zoned 
for single-family dwellings.

residential 
area.” 
Mrs. A. E. W o o d s , whose 
home is just a b o v e Marin 
House, was also an opponent of 
the home. 
“I was not in favor because I 
had never known a retarded 
person,” Mrs. Woods explains, 
"and now that I know them I 
am sorry I ever opposed them. 
They are lovely girls, neat and 
clean and you never hear them. 
One of them does come and

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visit me, and she is a very 
sweet young girl. So is their 
housemother. 
You 
can 
give 
them a boost from me.” 
Many people are watching 
the success of Marin House 
hoping it can be a pilot project 


leading to other facilities of its 
type in Marin. Its s u c c e s s 
would prove what can be done 
for and by the young retarded 
adult given a chance to lead an 
independent, productive and sa­ 
tisfying life.

Wonderful Weddings solved the 
problems. 
The girl who loved chocolate 
cake had her way. The top 
layer was chocolate, and could 
be removed from the top of the 
more traditional pound cake. 
The mother of the bride who 
preferred 
pizza 
protested. 
“Nothing to it,” said Wonderful 
Weddings. It recommended the 
unual cake-and-champagne sup­ 
per, plus a picnic basket to be 
packed with pizzas for the bride 
and groom to take on their 
honeymoon. 
MRS. PROXMIRE said Won­ 
derful Weddings’ charges range 
around 10 to 15 per cent of the 
cost of the wedding with a mini­ 
mum fee of $200.

Weddings handling everything 
from the engagement announce­ 
ment to the honeymoon depar­ 
ture, would be $3,000. 


But the bills actually have 
ranged up to $10,000. A bride

home in Virginia, 90 miles from 
Washington, and were willing 
to pay that sum for the affair. 
A secretary whose

was charged $400. Mrs. Prox­ 
mire, Mrs. Boggs, and Mrs. 
Poston lent their own silver for 
the reception, 
then 
mixed 
drinks in the kitchen during the 
party to save the expense of a 
bartender. 
“A 
wedding 
is

complicated social function that 
takes lots of planning,” Mrs. 
Proxmire said. “The bride and 
her mother should start in 
plenty of time so they can 
enjoy the happiest time of her 
life.”

NEW YORK (U PI)- A de­ 
cade ago a woman who found 
herself pregnant but unmarried 
had three courses of action 
open to her: 
—She could marry the father 


or someone else to “give the 
baby a name” and protect her 
social position. 
—She could have an abortion, 


illegally or perhaps traveling to 
an area where such operations 
were legal. 
—She could have the baby 


and put it up for adoption or, in 
some cases, have it raised by 
relatives or married friends. 
There was a fourth option for 


the unwed mother-to-be, that of 
keeping and raising the baby 
herself, but it was considered 
an almost unthinkable social 
and economic burden on the 
woman, who would forever 
carry her mistake around with 
her like Hester Prynne’s “A” in 
Hawthorne’s “The Scarlet Let­ 
ter.” 


A RECENT STUDY of over 
200 mothers wrho kept their ba­ 
bies shows this last concept 
may no longer hold true. 


The study, financed in part 


by a research grant from the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, has recently 
been published by the Commu­ 
nity Council of Greater New 
York as “The Six-Year Exper­ 
ience of the Unwed Mother as 
Parent.” 
The women, who were first 


questioned six years ago, were 
re-interviewed about their prob­ 
lems with child rearing, income 
and work and the relationship 
with the child’s father. 


Some of the myth-shattering 


findings disclosed: 
■ -ABOUT NINE in 10 of the 
women surveyed still had their 
first-born with them. 
—Thirty per cent of these 


mothers 
had had no other 
children during the six-year 
study period. 
—Half 
the mothers 
had 
married. 
—Nearly 57 per cent of the 
mothers 
had had no other 


children out of wedlock after 
the first one. 


—Half the mothers were not 


receiving public assistance 
when interviewed and nearly 
two-fifths of the women had 
never had to take welfare 
payments. 


—ONLY 35 per cent of the 
group had been on welfare for 
as long as a year and only 23 
per cent of the women had nev­ 
er worked during the six-year 
period, usually because they 
could not afford childcare ar­ 
rangements. 


— Most mothers showed 


warmth and were demonstra­ 
tive towards their firstrborn 
and followed child-rearing prac­ 
tices of other, conventionally 
married, mothers. 
The authors of the publication 
said the f i n d i n g s clearly 
challenge many myths about 


women who have had a child 
out of wedlock.“ They show,- 
the report said, that for a great 
majority the experience had not 
meant “ a life of promiscuity, 
instability and dependency.” 


The study indicated 
that 


unwed mothers, viewed as

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MUSIC REVIEW 
Krips' Baton 
Works Magic

SAN FRANCISCO - All the 
elements were in the right 
place last night at the Opera 
House as Maestro Josef Krips 
got sterling results from the 
San Francisco Symphony Or- 
c h e s t r a in a program that 
reached brilliant heights in the 
Brahms Symphony No. 2 in D 
Major. 
It was a fitting climax to an 
evening which also produced a 
dazzling reading of 
Richard 
Strauss's “ Don Juan'’ and the 
world premiere of the Sym­ 
phony No. 4 by Alfred Prinz. 
While both the Strauss and 
Prinz works were notable, it 
was the Brahms, often referred 
to as the composer’s Pastoral 
Symphony, which seemed to 
bring out the best from indivi­ 
dual sections of the ensemble. 
The work is in marked con­ 
trast to the Symphony No. 1 
which Seiji Ozawa brilliantly 
presented eaJier in the season. 
While the First is epic and 
essentially tragic, the Second is 
pastoral with beautiful floating 
melodies, introduced first by 
the French horns, which were 
consistently excellent through­ 
out the evening. The melody is 
then transferred to the horns, 
oboes and flutes. 
Krips seemed to let the music 
soar, knowing that he had the 
orchestra completely under his 
masterly baton. 


The “ Don J u a n . ’ ’ a tone 
poem, is heroic in nature. In it 
Krips obtained excellent solo 
work from the horns, oboes and 
clarinets. 
The 
conclusion is 
trully a rich outburst of orches­ 
tral color. 
Prinz’s S y m p h o n y No. 4 
seems ideally suited to the type 
of music Krips works best with­ 
in. It has clarity and is logical­ 
ly put together. 
The composer, a member of 
the Vienna Philharmonic and a 
personal friend of the maestro, 
gives each section of the or­ 
chestra shining moments —■ 
from the ringing trumpet and 
percussion to the melodious 
woodwinds and lower strings. 
It is the second work by Prinz 
to be premiered by the orches­ 
tra. In 1968, Krips introduced 
the composer's Symphony No. 


2 . 
Following the Brahms, and 
rightfully 
so. 
the 
youthful 
Wednesday night audience gave 
Krips a standing ovation. He 
acknowledged it in his great 
Viennese manner. Indeed the 
whole evening was a personal 
triumph for Krips. who this 
week as conductor emeritus of 
the symphony, is on a four- 
week “guest” conducting as­ 
signment. 
The program will be repeated 
again on Friday night at the 
Opera House.

He said J. A. Miller, manager 
of the McCoy firm, has notified 
the c o u n t y the lease will be 
terminated March 15 because of 
the impasse. 
But Balestrieri said it was 
possible SFO might be permit­ 
ted by the county to provide 
terminal facilities in a trailer 
at the site and that the helicop­ 
ter line would be charged a fee 
for use of the landing pad.

A panel, discussing venereal 
cause of overpopulation and 
disease and contraceptive clin 
ics for teen-agers on KTIM’s 
“ Marin Sounding Board” pro­ 
gram today, ran into a barrage 
of questions about “morality." 
Almost every listener who 
called into the program was 
concerned about sexual activity 
among teen-agers and many 
thought that the Planned Par­ 
enthood Association and county 
venereal disease clinics encour­ 
age promiscuity. 
“Not so” was the response 
of the panel, which was com­ 
posed of Thomas Knight, execu­ 
tive director. Marin Planned 
Parenthood Association; Philip­ 
pa 
Denning-Kemp. 
public 
health 
investigator; 
Ardell 
Green, volunteer nurse for the 
Planned Parenthood teen clinic, 
and Dr. Hannah Hochstaedter, 
physician at the teen clinic. 
knight said that the teen- 
a g e r s who come to the teen 
clinic are usually already sex­ 
ually active and “in danger of 
getting VD or becoming preg­ 
nant” unless they receive infor­ 
mation and contraceptives. 
"I don’t think we’re encour­ 
aging promiscuity,” Dr. Hochs­ 
taedter safid, pointing out that 
in “rap sessions” at the clinic it 
is stressed that “you don’t have 
to have sex.” 
Mrs. Green added that young 
persons define “promiscuity” 
differently than their parents 
do. The teen-agers who come to 
the clinic “are not sleeping ar- 
o u n d ’ ’ but have “one boy 
friend.” she said. 
• ‘ Y o u can't turn the clock 
back,” Knight responded to a 
question 
about 
returning to 
“the old morality.” At any 
rate, ' he said, parents have 
years to instill their views into 
'their youngsters and a two-hour 
session at the clinic is not likely 
to change such views. 
. “Why should teen-agers be 
sexually active,” 
a listener 
wanted to know. 
Dr. Hochstaedter said that 
some young persons have a 
“very strong sex drive,” and 
Mrs. Green added that youngs­ 
ters are maturing earlier than 
they used to. 
“Increasing 
numbers 
of 
young people do not wish to 
m arry and raise families be- 


pollution.” Knight said, adding 
that he saw no reason why they 
shouldn’t be sexually active. 


Mrs. Green added that of the 
young girls who come to the 
teen clinic, only 50 per cent 
d e c i d e they wish to make a 
medical appointment in order 
to get contraceptives. 
Miss Denning-Kemp pointed 
out that at the county VD clinic, 
“We are in the business of 
treating a communicable di­ 
sease, not dispensing morals.” 
Under a 1968 law, she said, 
parents of youngsters treated 
for VD cannot be notified unless 
the teen-ager gives written per­ 
mission. The law' also provides 
that youngsters above the age 
of 12 can be treated without 
parental consent, she said. 
“Is 
sex education in the 
schools contributing to a rising 
VD and illegitimate pregnancy 
rate?” a listener wanted to 
know. 
Dr. Hochstaedter and Miss 
Denning-Kemp agreed that sex 
education has been “such a hit- 
or-miss thing”, that it has prob­ 
ably had little effect. 
The entire panel concurred 
that education is the only hope 
for reducing VD and unwanted 
pregnancy rates. 
The program will be repeated 
at 10:05 a.m. Sunday, according 
to Kitty Oppenheimer, modera­ 
tor

2.1 Million 
Migrants To 
California 
WASHINGTON (UPI) -F o r 
the first time since before the 
Civil War, more people moved 
into the South than moved out 
during the 1960s the Census 
Bureau announced Thursday. 
The bureau said the South 
gained about 1.8 million whites 
through migration between the 
1960 and 1970 censuses while 
losing 1.4 million blacks. 
The out-migration of Negroes 
continued a trend which began 
in World War n. In 1970, blacks 
made up 19 per cent of the 
population of the 16 states and 
the District of Columbia which 
the Census Bureau considers in 
the south. In 1940, the southern 
Negro population was 24 per 
cent. 
Among 
the 
four 
census 
regions, the West again led in 
net migration during the 1960s. 
The 13-state region gained 2.8 
million residents through mi­ 
gration with California account­ 
ing for 2.1 million of the total. 
The nine-state Northeast re­ 
gion gained 324,000 population 
through migration while the 12- 
state North Central region lost 
752.000 population.

of 
blacks from the south to slow 
during 
the 
1960s. 
But 
it 
continued at a rate of almost 
150.000 a year. 
Commerce Secretary Maurice 
H. Stans told newsmen: “Wel­ 
fare programs in the north 
provide substantially greater 
benefits. The industrialization 
of the north is greater so there 
are more job opportunities.” 
Asked if he was saying that 
welfare accounted for the black 
migration, Stans said: “Both 
circumstances are factors. I 
would certainly assume that the 
job opportunity factor would be 
the chief motivating factor. But 
there is no question that some 
have moved because welfare 
benefits are higher.”

Sentencing for Lewis Edward 
Myers, 59, of Petaluma, on a 
felony drunken driving charge, 
has been delayed because he 
suffered a heart attack at the 
State Medical Facility at Vaca- 
ville. 
Myers, who pleaded no con­ 
test, had been scheduled to re­ 
turn to Sonoma County Superior 
Court this week. He was com­ 
mitted to Vacaville on Jan. 5 
for three months of psychiatric 
evaluation. 
Myers is charged with driv­ 
ing a truck that struck Danny 
Stankalis, 17, of Petaluma, sev­ 
ering Stankalis’s legs on Nov. 
17. The youth was bent over the 
rear m o t o r of his car when 
struck. 
Judge Joseph P. Murphy Jr. 
continued the sentencing until 
Myers is well enough to travel 
to Santa Rosa.

Coeds Blushing 
From Both Ends

Thirteen Northwestern Univer­ 
sity coeds interested 
in 
a 
scientific experiment on the 
sexual 
effects 
of 
spanking 
learned one thing. Spanking can 
make you red on both ends. 
The spankings, administered 
by a fast-talking guy named 
Joe, hurt enough. The rubber 
checks he gave the coeds in 
payment may' have hurt even 
more. 
Not to mention the embar­ 
rassment of taking part in what 
was 
billed 
as 
a 
scientific 
experiment on the sexual 
effects of spanking which 
turned out to be a collegiate 
confidence game. 
The 13 coeds, it was revealed 
Wednesday, were among more 
than 100 who answered an 
advertisement in September in 
the student newspaper, 
the 
Daily Northwestern. 
The ad offered $15 to young 
women between 18 and 26 who 
would take part in a “research 
discussion group.” 
When the girls answered the 
advertisement at an Evanston 
Hotel they were greeted by a 
man who called himself Joe 
and wore a goatee. 
Joe explained hé 
was a 
representative of “ G&S Love 
Industries” and was interested 
in some serious spanking. _ 
He selected 13 of the coeds 
and explained they should tell 
him something they had done 
wrong recently and he would 
spank them over his knees in 
proportion to the gravity of the 
offense. They would then, in the 
interests of scientific research, 
tell him whether they found the 
spankings sexually stimulating. 


The girls reported they first 
became suspicious because Joe 
was so enthusiastic. After three 
sessions of spankings, they 
became more suspicious when 
the $45 checks Joe gave them 
bounced. University authorities 
got wind of the matter and 
began an investigation. 
It developed that there was 
no such organization as G&S 
I^ove Industries and that Joe 
had an arrest record —but no 
convictions —on charges of 
armed robbery, burglary, forge­ 
ry and possession of stolen 
goods. 
After Joe had a meeting with 
representatives of the state’s 
attorney’s office, he wrote out a 
fresh batch of $30 checks for 
the girls. 
The new checks passed the 
bank at about the time Joe 
dropped out of sight. The coeds 
were left with their short pay 
and their memories. Some said 
they had, indeed, found the 
spankings sexually stimulating. 
Some said they just hurt.

LSD 'Expert' Testifies 
Murder Could Be Result 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-LSD 
could so have affected the mind 
of Tate trial defendant Leslie 
Van Houten she could have 
been 
influenced 
to 
commit 
murder, a defense psychiatrist 
testified Wednesday. 
Dr. Keith Ditman, who said 
he was an expert on the effects 
of LSD, was called to the stand 
during the penalty phase of the 
Tate-LaBianca murder trail by 
Maxwell Keith, Miss Van 
Houten’s attorney. 
Keith and attorneys for the 
other two young women defen­ 
dants have summoned several 
psychiatrists to testify about 
LSD in an attempt to save their 
clients from death by placing 
part of the blame for the 
murders on use of the drug. 
Keith also asked 
Ditman 
whether “Leslie’s long use of 
LSD” had affected her persona­ 
lity, her mind or both. The 
psychiatrist said his experience 
with chronic LSD users had 
convinced him that the drug 
would have an effect. 
Ditman said prolonged use of 


LSD could “produce radical 
alterations of values” and it 
could do more damage to a 
young, immature mind than to 
that of an older person. He also 
said the effects of the drug 
partially depend on the imme­ 
diate environment—“where and 
with whom.” 
The 
attorney 
said 
that 
although 
Miss 
Van 
Houten 
denied Charles Manson had any 
influence on her, she scratched 
an “ X” on her forehead after 
the cult leader appeared in 
court with one. 
He described his client as a 
bright, happy and successful 
teen-ager from a middle class 
family before a boyfriend 
introduced her to LSD at the 
age of 15. 
After that, the attorney said, 
Miss 
Van 
Houten’s 
goals 
changed, she lost interest in the 
“9 to 5” life“ and eventually 
ended up at the Spahn Ranch, 
one-time headquarters for the 
“ Manson family.” 
“That’s not me,” Miss Van 
Houten shouted.

A Bigger Mitt 
For Dick Dietz 


CASA GRANDE — Dick Dietz has a new catch­ 
er’s mitt. It isn’t as big as the ones specially 
designed to stop knuckleballs. But it is big. 
The catcher of the Giants wasn’t offended when 
he found the new mitt in his spring training locker. 
Manager Charlie Fox put it there. Fox knew that 
Dietz would take no offense. Dietz isn’t a sensitive 
soul. He doesn’t mind discussing the number of 
passed balls charged to him each season. 
“They ( o f f i c i a l scorers) 
charged me with 25 PBs last 
season,” said Dietz. “I thought 
some rulings were questionable 
but that’s a natural reaction.” 


DIETZ HAS been plagued by 
the passed ball problem since 
1960 when he signed with the 
Giants for a big bonus after an 
outstanding athletic career at 
Greenville High School in South 
Carolina as a baseball and foot­ 
ball star. 
In his first two seasons of pro 
ball in the Sophomore League 
at Artesia his passed ball total 
was 91, 46 the first year, 45 the 
second. In his third season he 
improved — only 37 PBs in the 
Northwest League. Now his to­ 
tal is down to 25. 


“ MAYBE THE new mitt will 
help me to improve further this 
season,” said Dietz, a ball play­ 
er with a delightful sense of 
humor. 
Of the more than score of 
PBs charged to Dietz last sea­ 
son not one cost a ball game. 
He was aware of this but didn’t 
cite that fact as a self serving 
statement. 
Dietz’ bat, not his glove, is 
why the Giants boosted his sa­ 
lary from $25,000 to $50,000 this 
year. Dietz hit .300 last season. 
The last regular Giant catcher 
to hit .300 was Walker Cooper. 
He batted .305 in 1947. 
DIETZ IS A power hitter. 


More than one-third of his 148 
hits in 494 ABs last year were 
extrabase smashes — 36 dou­ 
bles, two triples, 22 homers, 
including two grand slams, plus 
107 RBIs. 
Did Dietz think he could im­ 
prove on those marks this sea­ 
son? 
“I have only three goals this 
year and they are team goals, 
not 
individual 
ones,” 
said 
Dietz. “ First, I want us to win 
the Western Division title; se­ 
cond, the National League pen­ 
nant and then the W o r l d 
Series.” 
Did he really b e l i e v e the 
Giants could a c h i e v e those 
goals? 
“ABSOLUTELY,” said Dietz, 
“ with Juan Marichal healthy 
again, Gaylord Perry as fit as 
he always is and some promis­ 
ing young p i t c h e r s on the 
staff.’’ 
Dietz, like everyone else in 
the camp of the Giants, be­ 
lieves one young pitcher, Steve 
Stone, could be “a very pleas­ 
ant 
surprise.” 
Dietz 
caught 
Stone for one irning in a squad 
game last Sunday and had this 
to say about the righthanded 
rookie who isn’t even on the 35- 
man squad; 
“ His fast ball moves and his 
curve dips.” Then Dietz added; 
“ Remember 
pitching is 
the 
name of the game.”

Leverage Hikes 
Share Earnings 


Bv ROGER E. SPEAR 
Q. Will you explain ‘ lev­ 
erage" in connection with a 
stock? — F.O. 
A. Leverage is the lift given 
to common stock earnings by 
the presence of bonds (debt» or 
preferred stocks in a corpora­ 
tion's capital structure. When 
income is rising, common share 
earnings will increase at an 
even faster rate since the cost 
of the company’s debt and sen­ 
ior obligations remains fixed. 
For example, a firm with $5 
million in senior obligations at 
an average of 6 per cent must 
pay annual interest charges of 
$300,000. When income after 
faxes but before charges is 
$600,000, the common stock will 
have earnings of $300,000. 
If income doubles to $1.2 mil­ 
lion. the common stock will 
have tripled its earnings to 
$900,000. As many heavily fund­ 
ed companies have recently de­ 
monstrated, leverage can be 
equally dynamic and penalizing 
on the downside. 
Q. I will be abroad for 
several years and wish to in­ 
vest in a few’ NYSE stocks 
paying dividends monthly. Is 
this possible? — N.V. 
A. Yes, although there are 
now only two companies which 
continue 
to 
pay 
dividends 
monthly, Winn-Dixie Stores and 
William Wrigley Jr. The former 
pays 14 cents per share at the 
end of each month and the lat- 


fer disperses 25 cents a share at 
the beginning of each month, 
with an extra cash disburse­ 
ment twice a year. 
Q. Does a 15-year-old have 
the r i g h t to buv and sell 
stock? — C.Y. 
A. The purchase and sale of 
stocks constitutes a contract 
and no m i n o r has the legal 
right to make a contract. How­ 
ever, another person can make 
a gift to you of stocks, under 
the Uniform Gift to Minors Act 
or similar act in force in most 
states. 
When a gift is made, the don­ 
or buys the s h a r e s and has 
them registered in his name or 
that of another person as Custo­ 
dian for you under the appro­ 
priate act in your state. When 
bought and registered in this 
way, the gift is an irrevocable 
donation and the 
Custodian 
must account to you for it until 
you are 21, when securities 
must be transferred to you.
